a t For the Prosecution: 


As to Spocifioat ion 1 : Wallace. Death 'certificate cited cause 
of-death as acute endocartitis,. Illness from 25 December to 28 Docombor 1943. 
Death 28 Docombor 1943 (Ex 3). 


Accused personally ordcrod Uallacc, who had boon ill quite some time 
and \/ho had tachycardia, to go to work# This was after examination by accused 
about tho middle of December 1943. Tfallaoe continued working and worked on 24 
Docombor, was admitted to the.hospital 25 December and died 26 December 1943. It 
is considorcd-that working aggravated Wallace 1 s condition, resulting in his death," 
Accused sent Wallace to work shortly before ho died (Ex'73), 


William Stewart,, Royal-Army Medical Corps, testified that ho was 
at Niigata Camp 5-3 from 30 October 1943 to tho end of the .■war (k 10). Wallace, 
a tachycardia patient, was examined by aocusod, -who instructed that Wallace was 
to vrork the next day# Stewart had instructions, from the camp commandant that 
Japanese medical orderlies would, at all tiiaos, be responsible for determining 
who went, to work, Stewart could, raako rccomtiondatioiis but ; they had final author¬ 
ity. Accused issuod instructions to Stewart the night before that tachycardia 
“patients, including Hal lace, had to work tho next,morning (R 13) * TTallaco had 
been in the hospital about ton daysboforo the examination by accused, given 
about tho second week of D6comber 1943 (R 14), During that tino, TTallaco had 
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mostly boon in bod (R 32). TTailaco reported to. Stewart tho no:ct night that he 
had.vgpno to work (R 15). Y.'allaco reported^sick*that evening, was exajiiined and 
found to havo tachycardia.. Ho said ho felt extremely weak and might collapse. 

Accused bccamo vory angry and told Hal laco he would havo to work until ho dropped, 
TTailaco continuod to. work. Stowart reported Uallacc’ s condition, to accused at 
tho time bu4? cannot rooall whothor accused examined Hal laco then (R 16). Stewart 
considers TTailaco* s•tachycardia was a sequel"to previous illnesses of diphtheria 
and beri-bori* If Tfa^lacc had had a prolonged rest, his chances of recovery 
would havo boon good, Wallace worked each day to 24 December, became very ill 
and died 26 December (R 17), Stowart considers TTallace’s working each day* ag¬ 
gravated his condition so h o di od- (R 13] r Wallace had diarrhea and cardiac symp¬ 
toms (R 19) .. Ho. had had diphtheria, pellagra, weakness^-.nouritis and paresis 
according to Stowart* s notes (R 22),* Stewart does not 1 know if Hal lac o’ s work 
v/as heavy (R 33), ' It was. customary- for a tachycardia patient-to bo relieved of 
work until tho cause of tachyoardia- was determined, Stowart never made a satis¬ 
factory diagnosis as to cause of Tiojlaeo* s tachycardia (II 34).. There v/a.s noth- 
ing-to show accused that TTailaco'’s condition was grave except the pulse rate of 
120* Tho rato (of all tachycardia cases) was about tho same sitting and stand¬ 
ing and Stowart so reported to accused- (R 35) . Stewart know of no intervening 
causos (of TTailaco^ s death)'(R 36)* /iftor TTailaco’ s death, Stowart examined his 
body and noticed no signs of external violence. At all times V.'allace had a high 
pulse rato (R-41'X, Hal lace did not complain of diarrhea to Stowart when ac- 
cusod examined him (R 44). Had TTailaco not boon ordered to work, ho would have 
stayed on tho sick list until, ho showed marked improvement (R 46). TTailaco was 
•ordorod to work by accused over Stewart* s protests over the wholo situation and 
against his rocemmondation (R 47-). 

Arthur, TTosloy Ranee*. testified he was a F.T in Niigata Camp 5-B 
from 2 September 1943 until liberation (R 317), Ranch saw accused about ton 
times in camp during this period (R 318), Accused’s attitude toward R.’s was 
not too heartening. Ilis attitude was not normal. Ho lost his temper duo to tho 
largo number of sick in camp (R 319)* Accused never showed distinct liking for 
IT;* s. Ranee know TTailaco well (R 320)* Accused examined F;«* s when he first 
cano to camp. Aftor sending RT* s ’./ho w ogg fit out to work, tiicro were four HT* s 
left, including TTallaoc. Accusod bocamlayory angry (R 321). Accused told tho 
four P.T* s they would have to work until^chcy dropped. Stewart tried to talk to 
accused who would'not listen but kept shouting (R 322). Ranee vras present at 
tho examination up till noon. TTailaco .was sick at the time (R 323). All FT. 1 s 
(except those in hospital) vroro examined. Ho one was left out. ..allaco v/as a 
FT (R 324). 'Tallaoe had been exeused from duty about cfwcok prior to the exam¬ 
ination. TTailaco worked about two T/ooks before getting sick. Accused got vory 
angry v/hen tho four men wore again pro Seated to him and made the remark mentioned 
(R 325).— Ho started to "shout his head off" at them, Ranco believed TTailaco 
v/ont to-work tho next day. It was hard work (R 326), 'This was in November 1943. 
Clothing was inadequate (R 527). Ranee believed V. allaco had no woolen clothing, 
lie saw TTailaco every day. TTailaco* s condition, like all others, v/as gradually 
going "down hill" after tlic accused’ s visit. .allaco said he would like to rest, 
to be permitted to go on sick list. ..allaco was a sick nan (il 328). Medical 
authorities told Ranee the great majority of the non 'were wca.lc, Ranco saw 
TTailaco’s condition from day to day, On 26 December 19-1-3, ..allaco v/a.s in the 
hospital aiid so weak he couldn’t ho*lp himself, couldn’t move the pillow under 
his-head. Ranee had to move it for him so TTailaco could breathe easier. Ranco 
saw VTal lace.-the day he died., TTailaco grew weaker and weaker gradually (R 329). 
Accused’s remark to the four FTT* s v/as made in English (k 359), Several officers 
or HCO’s had made similar remarks (R 540). TTo.lla.ee had not been working regular¬ 
ly prior to examination. He had been off about two v/ucks* and v/a.s sick in quar¬ 
ters immediately prior to examination*! He rested part of the tine after ho ro- ■ 
turned to v/ork (R 341). TTc.lla.cc ho.d been boaton prior to accused’s a.rrival 
(R. 342). TTailaco i/orkcd on piers and docks after the examination (R 343). Ranco. 
never' saw accused slap or beat ’Tallacd (R 345), Tallr.ee had. to go to work the 

da.y following examination by accused (R 54-6). . .* . . 

Accused left instructions, of which Stewart bccamo aa/arc, that fu¬ 
ture sick call procedure should be lil^c that spt up by accusod. This callod for

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sick par ado formation after Stewart* s chock and submission to a member of the - 
Japanoso nodical staff-. It had not boon routine boforo accused cano and was 
much moro rigid. Stewart continued to nako recommendations as usual, Tho re¬ 
sult of tho novf system was to reduce those excused from duty from about 200 to 
90 (Ex 73)* After accused loft camp (December -1943), men went to work general¬ 
ly on lalcahashi* s say so. He would arbitrarily cut tho number sot to be excused 
(R-562). Accused apparently had nothing to do with this (R 352) 4 • Hoto: Thoso.

Gibborns appeared at sick call several times but it was not pos¬ 
sible to get him cxcusod from work. He worked till 31 Do comber, during which 
timo his condition deteriorated. Ho had suffered from intermittent attacks-of 
diarrhea for at loast a month prior to doath, "It is considered that his death 
was attributable to oxcoss work in a wookonod condition. Although -recommended 
for excuse from work, tho Japanese staff did not consider him sufficiently sick. 
It is considered ho was unfit for work. Gibbons had boon excused from work prior 
to acousod 1 s arrival in cpnp* Accused sent Gibbons to work (Ex 73), 

Boulding had bori-bori and fairly extensive odoma which must have 
porsistod a long time. He worked until practically tho day he died from bori- 
bori and diarrhea. It is considorod his working aggravated his condition and 
contributed‘to his death (Ex 73), 

Caruso was under doctor’s care since tho latter’s arrival. Ho had 
roceivod treatments for diarrhea and worked intermittently. lie v/as examined by 
accused on accused’s arrival and accused sent him to work (Ex 73), 

A'iIlium Stewart, Royal Mem cal Corps, testified Gibbons, Boulding, 
and Caruso had boon on the excused duty list prior to acousod’s arrival in camp. 
Under accused’s orders, thdy wont to work (R 23). Gibbons continued working un¬ 
til 31 December, collapsed 1 January, was taken to tho hospital and diod 2 Janu¬ 
ary, Boulding suffered from bori-bori and dysontory, was ordered to work/ was 
admitted to tho hospital on 6 January and died on 7 January (R : 24), Co.ruso had 
diarrhea, debility and dysontory. Ho was ordered to work in middle December, 
workod to 12 January and was found dead in bed the next morning (R 25), It is 
Stewart’s opinion that each’of these non had good chances of survival if allowed 
to rest (R 24, 25). Stewart knows of*no intervening causes up to tho tine of 
their deaths (R 36). The three men -wore sent to void: on ordor of accused over 
Stewart’s request that they not be sent to work, his pretest over tho wholo sit- ^ 
u at ion and against his rccor.inondaticus (E 47), Stewart’considers the most seri¬ 
ous factor in the illness a.t camp was tho amount of work required. Accused was 
unreasonably incessant (insistent) that non go to work (R 48). 

Arthur Hesloy Ranco testified that prior to accused’ s arrival. 

Gibbons had boon off the work detail, lie was examined by accused. Ranee- be¬ 
lieves Gibbons worked on the iron foundry, detail. This‘work was very rough 
(R 330). Caruso worked on the iron foundry dota.il. Ho suffered from bori-bori-, 
sovoro diarrhea (R 331), Ranco could not recall that Caruso i.*as- ever excused 
from work (R 332), Ho novor sa.w accused sla.p or bo a.t Gibbons cr Caruso (R 3-1-5) • 
Gibbons was not working prior to accused’s first visit. Gibbons and Caruso vero 
sent to work the day follow ring c xarmia.t ion by a. ecu sod (R 346).- Caruso workod. 
intermittently prior to his death. He had to go to Work the next morning after, 
accused examined him. Ca.ruso was beaten not. long prior to his death, jIg was 
always being beaten* A guard at Shintetsu beat him (R 348), Caruso vbrkcd the 
day before he wns found dead in bed (R 361), Accused had nothing'to do with 
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Takohashi J s arbitrary orders as *bo sending-non to work after accused loft camp 
so far as Ranoo ;laiQT/h(R' 362), •' •

.Skubina received a head injury about February 1945 from a fall and 
was bedridden until April 1945 when lie died* Operation on his brain was consid¬ 
ered necessary by FT*' "i To ins to in, a surgeon, who, on throo occasions, roqucstod, 
through Japanese personnel, help from accused. Each reply from' accused was that 
it was impossible to arrange for transportation. About a month after the acci¬ 
dent, accused sav/ Skubina and-was told tho nature of his injury. Accused as¬ 
sorted Shubina* s conditon was- not as grave as they had do scribed and again said 
it to-be impossible to arrango-transportation, .Trains to and from Tokyo woro 
on regular schodulo dospito bombings. There wore no instruments at Mitsushima 
for a brain oporation and attempts to make brain instruments woro made by BT* s 
v/hon no help was forthcoming from accused. Technically, tho operation was not 
difficult and usually loads' to a comploto euro (E x 5), Slcubina died before in¬ 
struments were finished. The Japanese, did non lot Shubina into a regular Japan¬ 
ese hospital, which'was only - about l/2 mile from camp. An autopsy vorifiod tho • 
nood for an oporation (Ex 6). Doath cortificato of Slcubina gives date of doath • 
as 12. April 1945 and. ; eauso as occipital contusions-(Ex 7), 

(itobuttal to dofonso cohtontion transportation by. train from 
Mitsushina to Tokyo was unavailable,) ' 



Amano Tatsutano to stifled he v/as To ley o Station master and had hold 
that position about ton years and between February. 1945 and April 1945 (R 137) , 

He appeared to know little of tho’ availability of trains to tho Army during that 
period. Trains wore crowded and- air rai&£L caused stoppage of .train operations 
in the Tolcyo area many tinos, Tho .station master did not recoivo roquests from 
tho Array for transportation directly. The railroad office or administration sec¬ 
tion handled these affairs (R 138), He had no relationship to other stations. 
During the period involved, tho Hakata express train operation stopped four times 
(Apparently by air raids) (R 139). Thoro woro no direct trains from Mitsushima 
to Tolcyo (R 140). It was necessary to transfer at Toyahashi in going to Mitsu-. 
shima from Tokyo. Ho was never at Mitsushina and does not know tho distance from 
Tokyo Central Station to Mitsushina (R 141, 142). ^ - 

Manabu Kancmatsu testified lie had been manager of Railroad /affairs 
in Transportation Ministry- since 2 September 1945 and had been in railroading 
from April 1945 (R 172). Between January and April 1945, ho v/as in General Af¬ 
fairs Bureau working liaisdn with T.’ar and other ministries, interruption of r?.il- 
road service from air raids Y/erc^roportcd. Most of the good records v/orc de¬ 
stroyed after tho end of the war, \ He recalls no big interruption of traffic be¬ 
tween Mitsushima and Tolcyo during January 'through April 1945, A big interruption 
would be more than 24 hours. During the period mentioned, there were 110 inter¬ 
ruptions more then 24 hours,. One interruption was less then three days, There 
arc two routes from Mitsushina to “Tokyo. If one line wore interrupted, the oth¬ 
er would cone through (R 173), Tho Amy never had difficulty in getting trans¬ 
portation if an ordinary passenger coach end seat were required. Hospital cars 
v/orc’ scaVcc, Transfer was - necessary on both lines on going from Tolcyo to Mibou- 
shima (R 174) . Ho did not laiow distance, from FV camp and Mitsushina station. One 
lino had throo train’s--per day from Mitsushima to Tokyd. The other had four under 
normal conditions, llomal' conditions did not exist between January and April 
1-945. Trains wo to very crowded (R 175), Transport at ion forvtho Aimy^ v/as a lx/ays 
available-, except for short periods-when traffic v/as interrupted. A 2nd- Lieuten¬ 
ant could got a train if he had a trip certificate. Otherwise not. . Ho could 
always get 0 . scat. Orders for a train would have to cono from his CO (R 176). 
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Train service, was disrupted somewhat by air raids but generally trains ran bb- 
tweesi Hit sushiinh and Tokyo (R 177), Fitness* statements' are based on partly his 
and partly others* memory as to train operations (R 178), 

(Rgbutca 1 to defenso contention that road from Mitsush.ir.ia to rail— 
T/ay station or Hospital was impassable, ) 

"Flight-Lieutenant Blanchard testified that he-was" confined at Mitsu— 
shina Canp 12—3 from, 27 November 19\*2 to July 1943-wh.en he wont to Zentsuigi,- re¬ 
turned in July 194-5 and . stayed till 4 September 1945. -; There was a small town 
near the caup, connected by road, The road was a zigzag coning down a steep 
slope from the railroad station in town to canp. It was a grave Hod road with 
fair- surface and trucks ran up and down. it everyday. Trucks delivered coal and 
goods to the work project outside camp. This Tfas true both- tines he was in comp. 

He -went over the' road~personally to the village a’ number of tines, about 10 to 

20 tines (H 658), Tho-road was never impassable but nay have been dangerous in 
y/lntdi% Thoro was ho danger of traff-ic sinking in the road because of its heavy 
gravel construction. Only the bonds were very steep, about a 6 gradient (R 659), 
Passage in winter would be difficult and night bd dangerous. From canp to sta¬ 
tion T/as about 3/4 to 1 mile, Elevation between canp and station was about 30Q 
feet. ' There yfero 4 cases of sick people hospitalized at Mitsu shina and since 
they could not walk they mist have been carried over the road. The road, except 
for snow and ice, was the sane when lie saw it at the end of the war (R 660), 

There was no. evidence of bonbing in tho area of the road (R 681), 4 

(Rebuttal on the questions of availability of hospitalization and 
instruments for brain surgery)* 

Ibulca testified ho was- a doctor and had studied at the Mayo 
.Clinic, He was Lieutenant General in the medical corps,. Japanese Army,between 
January and May 1945 and Superintendent of the* Army Ilodical School, Tokyo (R 870), 
There T/as a hospital connected with the school. There wore no PTT patients thoro 
during the war• There were instruments on hand for brain operations and compe¬ 
tent brain surgeons wero connected with thofrschool. If headquarters PH comp had 
requested loan of these instruments to coMEfetont P7 surgerais to perform a brain 
operation the 2 / would have, boon loaned foijgpriorgency cases. If requested, a 
Japanese surgeon would have boon allowed to go to Niigata Canp, If headquartors 
Oncri P7 camp requested that F.7* s cone to the nodical school or hospital for 
brain operations, it could have been arranged. He laiorr what brain surgery in¬ 
struments were at Tokyo Amy Hospital between January, aad April 1945, Ho hod 
performed brain operations at Tokyo nodical College (R 871). They had the burr - 
drill at the hospital there. Although there was' no regulation for transfer of 
F.7 patients to Army Medical School hospital, thoro was a regulation for such 
transfer to Tokyo Number One Army Hospital or f olyo Number Two Army Hospital. 

Ho worked in the former hospital from 1012 to 191-1 (R 872). -This hospital han¬ 
dled all kinds of difficult- cases, Tho hospital wo.s crowded!. F.7 patients i/ere 
admitted to Amy Hospital Number One" after ho left and to Army Hospital Humber 
Two vdiile ho was at tho former. He know the procedure for admission of FT* s 
hospitalization (E 873). Tho camp commandant must act in accord with diagnostic 
classification of tho medical officer. If there is to bo hospitalization, the 
commandant makes -arrangements with tho hospital. . T.Tiile Ibiika was at Number One 
Hospital and Tokyo Array Hospital, there was no case whoro instruments were loaned 
nor requests made for them, Regulation requires the canp cormmndaut to use tire 
medical officer*s diagnosis as a basis in deciding whether hospitalisation is — 
necessary (E 874). Final authority for hospitalisation to enter his hospital in 
Tokyo .was with the hospital superintendent and officials of the F»7 information 
bureau of the Amy Ministry/'. If this had already been decided upon, the canp 
commander could .request, hospitalisation of .the hospital superintendent directly. 
This never occurred while Ibulcp. was there,. He - doe s not ‘mow whether canp com¬ 
mandants or doctors knew they could bring -F.7 patients to his hospital 875)-,

Accused attempted to perform an appendectomy on Landrum 7 in about 
April 1914, Accused’s actions showed he was under influence of liquor. He at¬ 
tempted the operation, despite protests cf Allied doctors, before the anesthetic 
took effect. He was requested to wait for the anesthetic to take effect but re¬ 
fused. Dr* TTeinstoin forcibly took over the operation; (Ex 35), Accused had in¬ 
dulged heavily in intoxicating liquor and despite protests of American doctors be¬ 
gan the operation before the anesthetic had taken full hold, TToinstein was final¬ 
ly forced to take over the operation (Ex 36). There was objection to accused per¬ 
forming the operation because he was rough and careless and was continually ex¬ 
perimenting on FTP S. Accused commenced .tho operation although Dr, TTe in stein had 
prepared to do it. Acoused started cutting before the anesthetic took effect. 
Lieutenant Lloiink without accused’ s consent gave Landrum other to ease the pain. 
Accused-completed the operation but was very rough and left the incision badly 
sewn (Ex 37) „ Accused was intoxicated and gave a spina;! injection which did not 
take effect. He did not call for gonoral anesthetic until a.ftor he began to op- 
ora.to. He tore tissues instead of dissecting then. Half way through tho opera¬ 
tion, he appeared to be bored and turned it over to Dr. Cagey who completed it 
(Ex 38). Accused insisted on operating on Landrum when clinical examination and 
laboratory findings did not support tentative diagnosis of acute appendicitis/"- 
Accusod was directly responsible for prolonged illness and'near death of Landrum 
as a result.* Accused admitted he Iind had no surgical experience (Ex 43).

It was common talk in camp that accused forced men to work when unfit to do so 
.(Onori) (Ex 51), One pR had mumps, and accused, knowing, the P"T was not in good 
condition, failed to stop him from working (Onori) (Ex 52), In order to get off- 
work, one had t ojiave a broken’ leg-'p 2 * a. fever of 104°, Unless one was about dy¬ 
ing one could not get off work (Onori) (Ex 53), Accused ordered men to work.who 
suffered from heri-beri and had lost part of their locomotive ability , this after 
they had stripped for examination in-freezing weather (Uiigata) (Ex 54), 


i_ Accused was responsible for sending sick FT 1 s to work by. limiting 
the number of. sick F.7* s allowed in camp. About five men only were allctred to re¬ 
port sick each night. As a result many were compelled to work when unfit to do 
so’ (Omori) Ex 55), American doctor* s reoonmeinkitions to leave sick FT* s in quar¬ 
ters had to be approved by accused and a FT had to be very ill, usually with dys¬ 
entery, before allowed to stay in quarters. F77* s sick .from beating were never al¬ 
lowed to remain ih quarters (Onori) ( ; E:: .56), Host of the time accused sent FT* s 
to work no matter how sick they wore (Omori) (Ex 64), Around December 1944, ac¬ 
cused made a FT, too sick to work,- go to work, T^e F7 had a piece of shrapnel 
in his lungs. According to accused, if a nan had a fever of 102° he still had 
to go to work (Omori) (EX 69). Accused put many on the sick list to go to work. 
In that way, tne sick-list fell from about 240 to about. 90 in a short time. This 
was aftor arrival cf accused in comp about' the second week in December, Accused 
sent cardiac, (taohycarchiao), diarrhea, mild beri-beri and chest cold, cases to 
work (Uiigata) (Ex 73), . ’’ — 


fTillian II, Stewart, Royal Army Iledical Corps, testified he was at 
Uiigata Camp 5-3 from 30 October. 1943 until the ond of the war. The accused 
came to’ Niigata "about the.second wook in December 1943- (R 10), There wore about 
240 sick F.7* s. out of a total camp strengtjBfcf about 650 (R ll). Stewart reported 
to accused on the many cases of tachycardia and accused checked some as he saw 
fit. On inquiry by Stewart as to disposal of these cases, acouood said they were 
all to go to work, Stewart disagreed but they all went to work the next day (R 12), 


Instructions vrere issued to Stewart by accused as to who should'worlc 
(R 13), There were three work details, ono in a coal yard pushing coal cars, car¬ 
rying baskets full of coal and shovelling coal; another handling cargo from ships 
qt the docks; the third, work in the iron foundry (R 14), FT* s said iron found¬ 
ry work was hard (R 15), In all cases cf tachycardiaybhe first essential recom¬ 
mended is rest (R 17), TThon Stewart arrived in*coup there wore about 150 PR’s 
on sick leave. This steadily mounted until when accused arrived the number was 
about 250. After accused’s visit and on about*20 Decembor there vfero about 90. 
This figure remained until early January when an - accident r o suit ing in injuring 
FT* s caused it to rise to about 120. The majority of FT* s having to work under 
accused* s order had beri-beri and diarrhea symptoms. Because of cold weather 
their conditiaa as they worked deteriorated (R 25, 26), Everyone Stewart examined 
each evening had progressed beyond the limit he would ordinarily demand admission 
to the sick list (R 26). Accused did not categorize PR’s into work classifica¬ 
tions,. There was.no rest category (-E 32). It is usual to relieve' a tachycardia 
patient from work until the cause of tachycardia is determined (R 34). Stewart 
protested over the whole situation (sending sick men to work (R 47;). High sick 
rate, at time of accused*s arrival, had been duo to bori-bori, diarrhea, possibly 
some dysentery, some heart disease, bad weavher and severe working conditions, 
the most serious factor- being the hard work’, .Accused was "incessant" (insistent?), 
that the men. work and unreasonably so (R 43, 51), Accused :just have known the 
probable results of his decisions making FR* s v/ork when sick. This Is opinion of 
Stewart based on the competence accused showed in examining PR’s (R 49), Stewart 
had differences of opinion with accused on-about 150 ca.ses which were not left 
on tho sick’list (R 50). Stcvnrt .considered all should have renaine:kin quar¬ 
ters (R 51), Accused may have had. Orders from the. camp commandant ac to working 
KT* S (R 52). ' ‘ v ' \ \ \ 
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Arthur Tfesley Ranee testified that prior to accused*s arrival at 
Niigata there were about 150 to 175 men in quarters end about 26 to 23 meii in 
hospital or a total of about 2Q0 excused from work, After accused cane about 
half that number was excused* (R 332), Accused had line plo.eed in latrines, had 
wooden foot baths put in with carbolic acid solution to prevent trel-doing gerns 
from latrines to quarters, Jio. brought sons sulfaguanidine and 2 big chests of 
American Red. Cross iaedxednes, He made about o’trips on this.. (R 332, 333), 7/hen 
accused arrived- in the middle of November 1943, he told Ranee he. couldn’ t see any 
reason why men should be kept in quarters or stopped from working. Accused ex¬ 
amined about 150-175 FT* s, quarters cases, in the morning and 28 hospital cases 
in the afternoon. It took about 2 .hours for the latter (R 335), Accused said 
in effect everyone would have to work until they dropped (R 3'39) Colonels Yo- 

shida and Suzuki said' the men in camp were there to work and hot to be sick (R 

’340), Tho death rate increased after accused’s first visit (R 543), This was 

caused by collapse of a hut. He does not know the effect of sickness on deaths 

(R 544 )4 Accused cane to camp 2 or‘ 3 times v/ith medicinal supplies (R ’350), Ac¬ 
cused had examination of FT;* s stools made at Niigata University when an outbreak 
of aoute enterictis occurred. IIo ordered FT/’.s to gargle 3 tines per day (R 352), 
iSajor Stewart sa.id these measures were inadequate, It was not routine for ac¬ 
cused to treat any FT*s himself (R 353), .Ranee does not believe accused/ on his 
first visit, know about tho working conditions (Niigata) (R 359), After accused 
left camp FT* s-were sent to work'generally on Talzahashi’s say so, Takahashi 
would cut down the number set by Sergeant liatsumoto to stay in camp. Accused had 
nothing to do with this (R 363), 

(Rebuttal to defense evidence as to sick ca.ll procedure regulations 
and contention the 0D had control.)

tire Tokyo area, accused’s position was to assist and advise Suzuki and acted 
under. Suzuki* s orders at all times (?. 8.21)a> Captain Tolcuda and 2nd Lieutenant 
Ito were designated by Suzuki at times asMn charge of medical affairs for tho 
Tokyo Area PL* Camps, All 3 men advised ^Pnedical affairs there, Tolcuda could 
net give orders to accused* Suzuki made regulations as to duties of the OD at 
Omori, The OD had no authority to permit or refuse anyone to attend sick call. 

If 100 FT 1 s wanted to go to sick call no one would stop thorn (R 822). The prac¬ 
tice requiring FT 1 s to first soe the FT medical offico-r, tho. doctor to examine 
and recommend to the Japanese OD, and tho' OD passing on v/hothor sick P.7 1 s could .

it was in effect,' At Onori accused-determined who was and was not sick, FJ* s

Accused stayed about a 
week and reported when ho returned (R.824). He reported patients wore getting 
better (R 825), Suzuki made no oral" statements with references to sending sick 
FT's to work. In a dispatch camp the employing company has charge of medical 
treatment, in a branch-camp, the Army. .Suzuki exorcised no supervisory powers 
over medical treatment in dispatch camps because tho company was ill. charge (R 329)

Tolcuda had ultimate responsi- * 
bility for medical .natters of all camps in the Tokyo area and determined medical 
policies in that area* Accused reported-to Suzuki on nedical matters in bronchi 
and dispatch camps (R837). 

As to Specification 26: (22 September 1942 1 September 1945) 

Omori, Shinagawa Bigs pita! Csnp, Hiigata 

Accused enjoyed beating FT’. s and did so repeatedly. He beat some 
Americans the day before surrender (Onori) ’ (Ex 12). Accused vrould-beat FT* s if 
they requested medical aid (Omori) (Ex 18}. Accused, on one occasion, beat FT’s 
with his fists „ while they vrore on sick call. The beating lasted 40 minutes (Onori) 

(Ex 20). Accused hit an American Colonel very .hard and twisted his nose for using 
blankets laid on the floor to play cards ‘on (Omori) (Ex 21). Accused slapped FT 1 s 
several tim.es at roll call (Omori) (Ex 24). Accused was seen to beat several men. 

He slapped one FT (Omori) (Ex 26). Accused beat a group of FT 1 s vrith his naked 
sword for about half an hour because they did not have drinking cups with them 
(Omori) (Ex 3l). Accused was seen to frequently beat American doctors in ccfcip • 

(Omori) (Ex- 34). Aocused participated in collective punishment of hospital pa¬ 
tients for unproved and unfounded infraction of regulations (Shinagawa) (Ex 44). 

On 10 August 1945, accused beat 30 or 30 -FT’ s because they did not have a cup for 
a gargle solution. Ho beat thorn with his sabre and a guard beat thorn with a wood¬ 
en clog. Each PT received a severe beating. Later, because some FT 1 s had already 
oaten their lunch food before leaving for work, accused struck each with his fist 
and a v/oodon brush (Omori) -(Ex 56). Accused would boat any FT for the slightest 
infraction of rules of his office. FT* s wore beaten for infraction of rules even 
though not one of the group was responsible (Omori) (Ex 57, 61). Accused was 
guilty of brutal and inhuman treatment to FT’s beyond imagination (Onori) (Ex 58 f 
60). Accused boat one FT for not soeing and bowing to accused (Shinagawa.) (Ex 59). 

FT* s were lined up every morning and night to gargle and if they did not have cups 
accused would slap them and occasionally boat one with his sword. He did this 
sometimes with the scabbard and sometimes^flth the blade of the sword. This pc---, 
curred each time accused v/as- at formatio ffl p Once, in' January 1945, a Japanese pri¬ 
vate follov/ed accused dov/n the line and beat all Americans vrith a clog after ac¬ 
cused had boaton them vrith his errord (Omori) (Ex 62), Accused beat “everyone” 
without any apparent reason. He' used a-club and stick or anything he could got 
his hands on. He kicked the r.ion (Omari) (Ex S3). Accused beat a FT and threw a 
can at him which cut his head because the FT had taken a small piece of gauze 
. (Omori) (Ex 70). . - 

Arthur Granville lie Intyre testified he had been in Tokyo Headquar¬ 
ters Camp Omori from first part of October 1344 to 1 Hareh 1945. accused was med¬ 
ical officer of the camp. Tie became acquainted vrith accused and saw him mistreat 
FT 1 s.(P. 192). During morning-and evening roll call accused, on innumerable oc¬ 
casions struck PT’s for unknown reasons. Accused used his fist with a ’.Tide swing¬ 
ing blow rather than a punch or jab (R 195). Ucintyro considered accused the sec- 
b end worst offender at Omori, - a guard, Tatnnnbe, being the first. I.cintyre thinks 
accused struck FT’s everytime accused was Duty Officer \2i 194). This happened 
about 25 tines and only as opportunity or excuse presented (d 195). Accused never 
went up cfed down the liiie striking all FT* s (R 193). Kclntyre does not recall see¬ 
ing accused mistreat It/’ s in any other way, or torture or impose any oxtror.ie pun¬ 
ishment (R 197); 

Louis Till icon Bush testified that-on one evening in June 131-v, at 
Omori Camp, he v/as brutally beaten by a Sergeant Tatanabe. .latanabo knocked him 
down, threw v/r.ter on him, • lilt him vrith a fire bucket and was about to nxt aim over 
the head with a '10-pound fire extinguisher when someone struck Tatanabe and dragged 
Tatanabe out thus preventing the blow with the fire extinguisher. Bush was ldter told . 
that it was accused who interfered and stopped Tatanabe. Hush considers that ac¬ 
cused saved Bush’s life (A 57, 58). 3ush considered accused to oc a bct’cer type 
Japanese, high-strung and rather enthusiastic (R 58). - - :

Elmer Pierce Fleming testified he had been at Sendai Camp iTo„ 6, 
Hanawa, from 9 September 1944 to 14 September'1945 (R 150). Accused v/as tem¬ 
porary Camp Surgeon at Hanawa 2To. 6 (R 152). .2. ■ On 12 

or 13 September 1044, a Japanese soldier’s "c.oat was reported missing* Inquiries 
of PH’s failed to disclose, its whereabouts. At roll, call, in oharge of accused, 
Japanese guards conducted a shake down but did not find the’ coat. The next morn¬ 
ing search was made - by American andJapahese and-the coat was found in a PiT la-- 
trine. The Japanese interpreter advised unless the guilty man wore produced in 
30 minutes the entire comp would be'punished by reduction of rice ration, Ameri¬ 
cans drew lots by agreement to select a FT who would confess. Hill v/as chosen, 
taken to headquarters and questioned by accused, After questioning. Hill was 
beaten intermittently during the rest of the day. The Sergeant of the Guard raid 
accused beat him. Hill was put into a’cell and kept there over'night. The next 
morning there was. more beating of Hill, Hill was badly bruised, complained of a 
back injury and was never again able to do strenuous manual labor at the camp. 
.American doctors put him on quarters' status for 3 or 4 days (R 153). Accused 
struck Hill on 3 difforent occasions, each several hours after the ’preceding one 
(R 154). He struck Hill frith his "closed fist 3 or 4 times on each occasion. The 
first time was directly after questioning of Hill, the second whon Hill was in 
front of the guardhouse and. the third when accused released Hill the next morning 
(R- 155).

Accused-gave Fleming no instructions on this incident; orders cane through in- 
tcrorotors. The guards (boating .'Till) wore accused’s -guards and it is assumed 
ho could have stopped the boating. Flcann^|feIc:os not know who ordered Hill to 
the guardliouso (R 162). According to Flcdjpg’s observation Hill 'das a model 
soldier (R 163). Accused only struck Hill in the face raid nc other place (R 164) • 
- The interpreter was told Hill wa s willing to take punishment to prevent collec- > 
tivo pimisbment• Interpreter later told the witness accused had boon so informed. 
Fleming never told accused Hill vras not guilty so far as Fleming know (R 165). 
Hill’s puni slmoirb was only supposed to bo a face .saving one for tho Japanese* 
Flaming did not coivconplato tho brutal punishment given (R 166) . Tho boating 
began right after questioning. Accused hit him. Tho wooden got a, used by some 
one else, cut Hill’s face. Tho guards beating Hill wore under direction of 
accused as ho was vlioir .sen cr officer. ;.lo ms in charge of ohe guard detail 
from Onori cud he and these guards dealt directly with matters ccncorning PT7’s 
(R 167-163). Thoro was no torture "of 13.11. Hill .got no food in tiie guardhouse. 
.The first beating by accused was for only a c-niple of minutes (R 158), Each 
tine was about the sane (R 169). .The Sergeant of whe Guard and two guards took 
turns beating Hill, Hill* s entire punishment lasted over a poriod of about 24 
hours (R 170)-, Accused’s blows wore a "hay maker’ 1 type but he didn’t step into 
the punch (R 171) • 

Kin : ichi Hondo testified that a guard lost his coat and reported the 
loss. . Later the guards inspected inside -the barracks and found in, Hajor 
Fleming told Kondo a Ft' stole the coat. Kondo brought the coat to- tne car.ip ox — 
fico. Then the camp com~iondant or accused, Kondo does not know v/hich, and tho 
camp staff ordered tho guards to beat the F.< who stole the coat. Tho camp com¬ 
mandant and accused wore there (R 846).- Accused was one of the group which 
searched the barracks (R 847), . He recalls tiiat it was stated ro.tions would be 
reduced and the whole pomp punished'.unless the one wno stole 'die coat was round. 
Either the -camp comaandant or the accusod gave this, warning. Ho dees not recall 
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the name of t ho F7 Major Fleming.produced' as the - thief* Fleming bole’ him this 
was the man (H 843) * They believed Fleming. (R 849) . Fleming said lots had been 
drawn to ^select a PJ.’to take-the blane. .Accused was not then present (R 850). j> 
Eondo told this to. .tho . camp corviandant. The .F7,~ was put in .the guard, house but . 

do does not know whoordered this. He does not know who ordered the .P7T beaten, 
-He saw a guard, slapping the j?’7 (R 851), Accused was in charge of the guard de¬ 
tail after a. trip of KF s from-.JIiigata' to Hanawa after a Lieutenant TJwajnori left 
Hanawa (E 851). Uvramori' left the. day after arrival’at Hanawa (R 854). The coat 
incident occurred after he left (R 355). :Ke never saw accused slap the FT or hear 
accused order anyone to slap. him. _ Accused, and camp commandant were standing 
watching the guards boat the, P77 (RSoo), ■ Kohdo is not sure'whether the P77 pro¬ 
duced was the man who stole the coat (E 858). Major Fleming told Kohdo the FT 
produoed was hot the man who stole the coat, but Eondo does not recall when the 
Major told him this (R 859). The beating might have been done by guards who did 
not cone from Tokyo (under accused) but who were under the camp commandant (R 862) i 
He never saw accused beat anyone (R- 863). Eondo thinks a couple of tho guards 
were from Tokyo .(under accused). Their djyfcy had been to guard FT' s on the trip. 

(to Hanawa) (R 864). Accused; had no responsibility for discipline in comp. He 
just handled his own guards (H C35).

Accused lingd up about 250 men in the snow-, naked, 
one day in December 1944, and made then ston'd from 9 A.77. to 4:30 P.I-I. while ..giv- ' 
ing an examination, Tho examination consisted of making F ; 1 s do exercises and 
then boating thorn with a rubber mallot and fist, and sonding thorn to work. Ac¬ 
cused boat ono pH until he lost so much blood ho fainted and carried a- soar ovor. 
his eye. Ho beat this P’«V -over an hour andjhon the F.7 became cbnsoious ho was 
placed on. a bench while the interpreter njjRck needles in him while accused 
watched. All this was done because the FvP^/as too sick from dysentery, beri-beri 
arid.starvation to go to work (2x 2, 2nd Additional Charge). In the spring of 1945 
.accused made men ill with beri-beri do knoc bonds 10 or 15 times. If one lost 
his balance he was slugged. Most of tho men wore so run down, they couldn't do 
tho knee bonds and accused would slug them for no reason. One FT, so ill with 
bori-beri that his foot dragged, was ordered to work by accused and when the FT * 
protested accused Icnoeked him down and continued to work him over (Ex 3 j 2nd 
Additional Charge)'. In November 1944, accused lined all FT's ill with beri¬ 
beri, naked and outdoors in the cold. Temperature was about 55° or 60° . He 
slapped some. FT' s and pounded away at knees' testing reflexes. He said to ono 
FT: "I will work you until you /die.” (Ex 4, 2nd Additional Charge). Accused, 
in Novonber 1944, had FT' s stripped in the open and put them through vigorous 
calisthenics. He. stamped -on.the bare feet of some sick FT's whose toes were 
curled up from beri-beri and otherwise struck and..abused then. . He told then:

Arthur Granville. McIntyre testified ho had been , a FT at Ashio Comp .. 

9-B from 1 March 1945 to 4 September 1945. That FTT's Lamp fore. and Evalden told 
him about ah incident involving accused at that camp (?>. 134). Ho know "both these 
FT'S well - and considered them to- have good reputations for truth and veracity (E 
185, 186). They told him about accusod's visit to the car.ip in November or Decem¬ 
ber 1944 (R 136) v Accused examined all men in camp and made them .strip, naked in 
open weatlier." He made them do exercises beyond their capacity, llony wore beaton 
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by accused. His treatment lms so. severe many FT* s whq were sick and not working 
volunteered to work-rather than submit to his examination and treatment (3.187), 
This was common talk in camp. Others also told McIntyre the same story (ll 188 ), 
Accused struck KTVs.with. his fist and-made them do painful things such as.bend- 
ing. The number of non-working FT*s decreased immediately after accused* s visit 
because he sent men previously exoused to work (it 19Q), McIntyre had seen ac¬ 
cused-at Omori and he, • accused, vras norraal in sanity (H 191), 

b. For the Defense :. ' 

Extract of testimony of Major Hi Hi am M, Stewart in Case Docket No. 

69, Yoshida, et al.(Def Ex B), discloses there was no general rest given the men 
after Stewart* s recommendations. -The number of sick rose from 150 to 240 in a 
month* s time. This., vras because raore - people were allowed to stay in quarters on 
Stewart* s recommendation. There were, still, as before, many sick men working 
(P 33). Dr, Fujii.arrived in the second week of December (1943) -and said^he was 
to investigate the side rate and reduce the.number if possible. He examined sick 
list cases and ordered many to work. In a short.time, the lirt fell from about 
240 to about 90, This .lasted unti 1 the end of December 1945, In January it in¬ 
creased steadily to about 120 by 18 January when the camp vras divided into 2 parts. 
Stewart thinks several men died as a result of working under these circumstances 
(p 54), YTallace had been sick quite a while and vras examined by Fu jii in the mid¬ 
dle of December, Wallace liad tachycardia. Fujii ordered him to work. Hallace. • 
continued woricing and worked on 24 December, He went to the hospital 25 December 
and died on the 26th, He developed acute diarrhea., Stewart considered forcing 
Wallace to work aggravated'his condition to such extent as to.lead directly to his 
death (P 68, 76), ^Gibbons, appearing on sick call several times could not get 
excused from work. He worked until 31 December and steadily deteriorated. He 
died 2..January and Stevrart considers his death was a result of excess work in a 
weakened condition. Although Stewart had re cor,mended Gibbons be excused from 
work, the Japanese staff did not consider him sufficiently sick. (P 79). The 
staff vras one NC0,and Hatsunpto and Takahashi, Stewart’s opinion was Gibbons 
vras not fit for work at that time (p 80). In Stewart* s opinion if one in* Gib¬ 
bons condition had been compelled to walk from'camp to tho coal docks dci ly in 
bare feet' during September, October, November and December, this would have an 
aggravating effect on the condition.which subsequently led to death. The result 
would bo simi-lar had he walked on the majority of 'days ho went to work (P 8.0), 
3oulding worked practically until tho day iSfedied, from beri-bori, diarrhea, 

Stewart considered working under those contritions to have contributed to his 
death (P 81). Fujii recommended that the procedure, ‘where sick cases recommended' 
by Stewart for excuse from work were to be seoii by a member of the Japanese staff, 
be carriedr^out. on all occo.sions, Fujii follov/od this procedure himself -when in 
camp-. (p: 128)- This was a more rigid system rand reduced the number of men e xcusod 
to about 90 (p,129), Uallaco, who had tachycardia, was sent to work by Fujii 
shortly before Hal lace died. This aggravated'his condition and resulted in his 
death (P 150). Gibbons had been excused prior to Fujii*s arrival and Fujii sent 
him td work (P- ; 15l) , Caruso had-been under Stewart* s care -since Stewart* s ar¬ 
rivals He worked intermittently and had treatments for diarrhea, Caruso vras 
examined by Fujii and sent to: work (P 151), Stewart knows of no injury, or beat¬ 
ing of Trallace (P 160), He recalls no external marks on Hal lace he thought con¬ 
tributed to his‘ death (? 161)', Fujii sent men with tachycardia, milder beri-bori 
and chest colds, which were not pneumonia, to work (P 166) *Def g) #

Specification 20 charges Sato, with another Japanese, on. nunerous 
occasions between about 5 September--1943 and 31 March 1944, mistreated and 
abused several-PA* s by pulling them out of bod while sick-and compelling thorn .

About 600 FT* c wero transported by water to.Niigata in August 1943, 
Their condition was,’bad and many became so^weak that they could not stand-the 
hardship at Niigata. . Seventy-five died SSthin 4 months,. The camp v/as a pri¬ 
vate one run by the owner of the Icinko Coal Yards. They were in ennp. until 
Christmas 1943. The quarters were not too bad. Food was scarce. Severe beat¬ 
ings and slappings were a daily occurrence. Sick men were beaten, kicked and 
jumped on# No one died as a result, -but many wore in dying condition duo to ill 
treatment, exposure and malnutrition. Yoshida was camp commandant and it was 
under his command that most K. :r s died. Kf T s had to work sick or not. Some woro 
so sick they passed out at work and if a man dropped, ho usually died 2 or 3 
days later* Boulding was just worn out and was carried off the job.. He died 
two days later. A PA" Bottle had been excused frqn work by a doctor Stowurt, but 
Sato mavle Bottle get out of bed and go to work. Bottie died 2 days later, lie- 
noval to Camp 5-B was Christmas Eve 1943. This camp was unspeakable. There was 
no ho at; the f-pod was terrible. On Now Yoar r s morning, a hut collapsed killing 
8 men# Colonel Suzuki promised bettor food and conditions. They were finally 
moved back to the military camp which had been rebuilt and wore there from Janu¬ 
ary to 1 April 1943 (apparently moans 1944) (Def Ex F), 


. Lieutenant Yoshida v/as in command of Niigata, Cai.ip 5-3. Sergeant 
Eto was second in command. A private, Taln.has.hi, was a .medical orderly from 
3.September 1943 until liberation. Takahashi seemed to have final say in as 
to the sick and directed nodical orderlies -senior in rank to him. On arrival 
at the TUnko Camp most -KT* s had diarriioa and v/baknoss duo* to lack of food and 
improper food-. : “In. a civilized colmtry all would have boon hospitalized to re¬ 
gain strength. This .was not allowed. Starting about 5 September 1943, all K7‘ s, 
including those too ill to work, wore forced tp vrork very hard. Some were so ill 
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they could'not get'.out of. bed and were' ordered hauled, out by the guard Saito. = 

They werOj brought on parade to- force them to. work. They were beaten, sometimes 
.ordered back to bed, sometimes ordered to work aiid. carried to work* Gibbons 
worked at Rinko Goal Yards. He was- forced to go’ to work in bare feet. He had 
dysentery and beri-beri on arrival in camp in September .1943, but was forced to 
work each day. He ’wentto the. hospital probably 2. or 3 times but was shortly 
released and returned t6 work. He was never in condition to Work. Ho became 
mentally deranged, was sent, to aick bay and died, shortly afterward. It is con¬ 
sidered his-death was due to ; complete exhaustion arid exposure. From-September 
1943 to early'1944, sick parades were 'held after work each night and FW’s were 
examined by a Japanese medical sergeant. This sergeant,- Private Takahashi and 
Saito were responsible for. forcing the sick to work. Saito demanded a certain 
number for work whether sick-dr not and the sergeant and Takahashi' determined- who 
should go. Two days after affiant’s arrival in Rinko Camp, he was told by Saito 
to have 23 men out for-work each: day regardless of their .condition. Six PW’s 
were seriously ill and- even by Japanese standards were in no condition to work and 
were so reported on daily .sick parade* Saito and the medioal sergeant would come 
into the hut and beat them until they got some out to work. Between September 1943 
and early 1944 there were many severe beatings. It was almost a doily occurrence. 
It is believed the Rinko Coal Company superintendent used some influence over •* 
Yoshida, camp commander, to force PVT 1 s to work whether too ill to do so or not 
(Def Ex G). 

A group of PW's arrived at Niigata on 3 September 1943 and wero told 
by Yoshida they were to work for local firm and would be oxpected to work hard. 

Sick PSf's would be looked after and all -would bo treated fairly.. There wore 3 
labor groups, one of which was assigned to Rinko Coal Company,, another to ,steve- 
doring work and a third to a foundry and hammer mill. Work started 6.September 
1943. None of the PW’s were fit to work. .They had to work an barer feet until . 
into November. Accused was medical officer and ordered that Myatt, who*had btfen 
in, the hospital, be placed on light duty in camp. Over objections of Major 
Stewart,. Takahashi, six weeks later, sent My a tt to work. Members of the camp 
staff who contributed to conditions loading to many deaths 'were Sato, Ito, Kudo 
and Takahashi. Sato, senior civilian guard^ frequently .detailed y PPTs to work in 
the absence of Kojima.. Ito instructed worfp'party bosses that the maximum number 
of men moist gd to work. He was partiallyWesponsible and to some extent 
guilty of causing numerous Canadian deaths.. In early December 1943, Kudo punched . 
and kicked several'sick men to get them out to work. Takahashi was at various 
times in charge of sickbay. He exercised supervision over’all medical matters 
and his decision was nearly always final even after arrival of Major Stowart. 
Takahashi often booted men out of the hospital who had been excused by tho Japanese 
Medical Officer and by accused. Takahashi frequently ignored Stewart's roconmend*- 
ations. Colonel Suzuki announced that PW’s w mhst work until you die”, blaming the 
war on them. HT’ s’ were forced to work without protection in almost continuous 
rain and a great^deal of slooti -There was no change of clothing. This treatment 
together with poor food led .to many cases of pneumonia and death (Def Ex H).

' • Accused (Fujii) held rank of Provisional Warrant Officer- at Omori. 

H.e appeared to be in charge, of all medical activities for PW’s for Tokyo district 
and to. have full medical-..authority at Omori. Accusod was then likened to 
an American- Senior Medichl Student, possibly an intern. Accusod oponly admitted 
he had never performed surgery- He was not capable of making important medical 
decisionsi He was' potentially capable but immature. He was guided by advice of 
others dependent oh current whim..His practice was colored by alternate.sadism 
and low mentality. In many instances ho-showed "guilt in evading standard prac- 
tico, He frequently sent men nearly fatally ill to heavy^?^o^‘Kl l f )s: ^^ ,oc ce 
accused beat Buchanan, tiio pretext being Buchanan failed to promptly deliver 



accused’ s laWdryA; Kagy-sawaccused heat- and knock doTm'”efnstGin without prov¬ 
ocation at Sjiinagavu. - Accused knocked l .eins toIn through a glas.swindow so that 
-.eihstdin fcIl-b£VQkward-,a -drop- of four feet to the ground* Kagy saw accused 
heat Biorsta'd 'seydr^l',tildes in late Xkiy-1-945.' Fujii*s efforts .at Omori were in 
the catogory 'of 'an immature .nodical nan -colored by sadism, but in 3 one incidents 
surprisingly humane ^'generally-entirely unpredictable (Def Ex K).

IIo was 2nd Lieutenant, first in charge of general 
affairs and next in charge of labor. Accused was there. Accused' s rank was Pro¬ 
bationary Officor and lator become a 2nd Lieutenant- (R 227). Sate thinlcs ac- 
cusod r:iado plans to eradicate vorain and ob jActccT'to camp conditons at-Ashio. 
Documents on those were -submitted by accused and Captain Takuda to Colonel Sakaba. 

It was stated Ashio- was isolated and it was wrong tb have FR-s there and thoy 
snould 00 movecc olsowhorc (R 231). Some PL's wont -to load .and unload sunplios 
and others to ovacuatod places to clean up’and police (R 233). Sato did"not 
know if accusod evor triod to 1 got moro E.'s frood from’work. Sato had no respon¬ 
sibility for assigning F..-*s to work. Thoro wore no FT 1 s under Sato. Assignment 
to work T/as handled by ^Captain Nonoto and Captain lii^Uuoshi ’ (R 234). 

Tsugioi ifi s hi da testified t liaj; ho was stationed at Omori F7 Camp from 

5 Liarch 1944 to 12 lio-vombcr 1945 as 1st ^puton^nt in the’Intcndoiico Dopar'bmont. 
in charge of, purchasing food and supervision of sending food to branch camps or 
dispatch comps (R 245). Accused wo.s there Until ho entered Sugrmo. IIo was Pro¬ 
bationary Officer and. lator beermo 2nd Lieutenant. Doctor Takuda was accusod* s 
superior-. His hi da and Takuda b&d power to de/ternino medical--policies at Omeri (Rj;6) • 
Dispatch camp medical treatnont is provided by.the company doctor. Thoro would. 

not ordinarily bo an Army doctor in charge at a dispatch camp, -Hitsushina was a' 
dispatch camp until May or Juno 1945 when it was changed to.a branch camp (R -249). 

^ Yoshimasa -Koniya testified lie was at Omori from 18 Hay 1943 to 5 or 

6 Juno 1945 as'loading Private in the Hcdico.1 Corps, having been promoted to that 
rank on 1 June 1944 (R 251). Accused was in authority in the ’lodical Department 
at pmori; His diroct' superior was Colonel Sakaba because Talaida was at Shiiiagawa 
(R.252). Koniya did nodical statistical work at Omori. He- never■ assisted at any 
special operation. Thoro were no major operations at Omori (R 253). Takuda bc- 
ing -Fujii'.s superior*, Pujii' -would* Iiave to. do as ordered by Takuda. A chart was 
made by Sbuiya showing medical condition^-at branch camps. .An enlargement’ of the 
chart xnxs placed in the officers' mess showing .comparison i/ith other camps (i! 255), 
Otlior conpe were compared with 1 Tqiry.o Area Camps. It showed sickncssrato at’ 

Niigata 5-B, Second- Lieutenant It o' on cl accus.ed. asked It coiya to make the chart. ‘ 
Accused-discussed the" situation as shown by .the chart with Romiya-from time to 
tine -.(R 2565. -Komiya heard from accused that health conditions improved'more 
after coning to Omcr.i' (Tho comp had been- shifted from Shinagav/a to Omori) and tho 
weight-(of FT* s) increased (R 25?).. Accused told Koniya Of nodical treatnont of 
FTLs in some .cases, describing^ -it. Accused said the food was insufficient;? ' Ho . 
frequently said. medicines were difficuIt to get.. Ho used‘medicine he -had bought 
himself with-his-OYin funds, such as medicines for treating pneumonia. -. They iTCro 
used for treating FR s at Omori 250),. '-j .Accused requested Intendance De¬ 
portment to get yeast to cultivabp more yeast in. camp. This was clone and was 

giyon to tho FIs. Health of PL's improved then. The chart so indicated (R 260). 
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Excuse of HP s from vrork was by orders of Officer , of the Day. The OD had the 
power to determine who could appear on sick;call the following day. This pro¬ 
cedure was according to; regulations of Tokyo FT Camp. Colpnel Suzuki first made' 
v up such regulations.* The Camp Commandant appointed the OD* The OD* s were of¬ 
ficers other than medical officers (it 261). "Accused had authority to tell the 
what neii to select (for work) and not to select (E 262)/ Accused did not 
drink much but did so from time .to time. He did not.-use yeast to make alcoholic 
beverages (it 263). .xioalth of F»7 f s improved after removal to Omori because the 
location was better, rooms were new* and .surroundings cleaner (it 266). - The yeast 
improved K7 r s health (it 267). Five or six K7* s died at.Gncri (il 263). 

Takeo JAiragishi testified hfc was stationed at Omori KT Camp through?* 
out until the-end of-the. T/ar as .paymaster. He was first a 2nd Lieutenant and in 
1943 was promoted to 1st Lieutenant. Accused was with Huragishi during the '.’hole 
period at camp (It 269).. Accused was at first -a Probationary Officer and was pro¬ 
moted to- 2nd Lieutenant. He was senior doctor at Omori.' He examined and treated 
PT7* s and supervised branch camps and did. supervisory work over dispatch camps. 

.lie-made frequent inspection tours (it 270). .The-purpose was to investigate medi¬ 
cal conditions of branch camps and request their commanders to attend -to matters 
requiring attention. NCO*s wore part of medical staff at-branch camps, medical 
staff of a dispatch camp was composed of medical NCO * s and civilian company doc¬ 
tor.. The'dispatch camp commander had authority to determine medical treatment 
and standards thereof. Uitsushima became a branch camp ihs.arly 1945 and so re-- “ "* 

mained until end of uhe war (R 27l) c , There were no Array doctors at dispatch 
camps. Doctor Takuda was accused* s' superior-but accused received orders direct 
from the Commandant (It 272/, .Authority-for decisions-as to daily routine rested 
with -Camp Commanders but policy oh/raodical affairs Y/a-s- : by directives of the Hain 
Gamp Commandant. All orders-on medical policies were under"signature of the 
(Hain) Camp Commandant. The chart showed a weight graph, a death- graph and a 
graph showing the number o.f men Working, The -chart was kept up to date, .The rec¬ 
ords changed monthly on. the graphs. Ee thinks the same policy was continued when 
Colonel Sakaba became Camp Commandant (It 273). The chart showed increasing tend¬ 
ency of FT siciness in latter 1943. " This was probably partly because of curtail¬ 
ment of-rations on Colonel Suzuki* s order which was issued in August or September 
1943 which applied to..all camps under-the geniander. of Omori. . The sick rate in¬ 
creased, -especially.in Uiigata Prefecture 274). Huragishi thought accused re¬ 
quested increase of. food ration for all camps but Suzuki did not -approve. This 
was November, or December 1943 (R 275).. Accused discussed food rations of PH’s 
frequently with Huragishi. Accused said rations should *be increased to the form¬ 
er ration. Accused .was sent by Suzuld. to Niigata in December 1943 to check on 
the increase, of patients and adjust it. Because of the short stay, accused could, 
not improve general conditions and Huragishi bolievod accused-was ordered to send 
patients -in camp out to -work. . On accused* s return, he- told Huragishi the roain 
trouble was the food ration which should be increased (it 276), Accused said he 
could not help sending some patients to work. lie said condition of- PH’s was bad 
at Niigata and there was much need for improving things. Accused’ s recommenda¬ 
tions for food^incroase were not approved. Accused again vrent to Niigata be¬ 
cause of the many patients (ll 277). . Accused brought medicine to Niigata. Yeast 
was obtained and cultivated under supervision of accused. There was a barrel full 
of“it. .Accused bought vitamins A and’D. Huragishi knew of no case vmere accused 
refused medical attention, to any PT7* s. Accused was very conscientious. Lieuten¬ 
ant Bush told Huragishi that accused had stepped T.'atanabe from beating Bush. 

Bush said had net accused done this. Bush would have been severely hurt (it 280). 

‘J at an ah e was in charge of labor affairs and-of sending. FT*-s to work.' Huragishi 
could not believe accused would refuse available medicines for F. r 's (It- 231). Ee 
never heard of accused forcing FT* s to stand ah attention for p. long period of 
time in the cold. He did not believe accused forced FI* s to work who were too 
sick to work (it 2S2). Doctor Nagy was-in Omori about half a year. He assisted 
accused and treated F.7’s. Kagy praised accused to"Huragishi. Nagy never com¬ 
plained of accused and. they were on friendly terms. Doctor Goad \nxs there" a’oeut 
a year. He examined, and tr-oated K7*s. He worked vrlth accused- and they got along 
very. well. * Goad did not. complain of.accused (It 284). -Suzuki'considered'accused 
very good and called hin rather than Takuda for personal nodical services (II 285)* 
Accused is a friendly person. Ho tried to learn English and was fond of talking 
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to KT’b. One HT, Osborne, who was made well by accused, told ttiragishi -that ao 
cused was Osborne’s savior (R 28.8 d). Accused was very friendly toward PF/' s. 

G^ragishi considered accused was a good Japanese officer.: Suzuki said accused 
was a good physician (ft 238 e), ' L&yagishi never saw accused do anything Huragishi 
considered wrong (a 209). liuragishi never saw accused strike anybody. °Accused 
vra.s very good to everyone and everyone was very good to him (R 291). The yeast 
was given HP s- by mouth (E 296) ,- There was ah order put out for everyone to en¬ 
deavor to lesson the number of patients' (E 298), . . . . 

' Tatsuo Kudo testified, he was Commanding Officer of Hitsushima P.T 

Camp 12-3 in January 1945. He held that position from 5, August 1944 to 20 Sep¬ 
tember'1945. He was*a first Lieutenant. Hitsushima between 1-. January and 1 April 
1945 was a dispateh camp. It became, a branch camp in August 1945. There we re no 
Japanese Army doctors, at Hitsushima between 1 January and 1 April 1945. . Doctor 
Eujii came to Hitsushima in latter January 1945 as Army medical .officer (R 302). 

Another doctoA came during the period mentioned and just examined.general pa- -- 
tients- He case from ftyuku Hospital,, which'.was civilian, about a.kilometer from 
camp. It would take about 10 to 12 minutes to go to the hospital. They had gen¬ 
eral surgical instruments there (3 303). Accused was requested hy Kubo ho come 
to camp to examine some beri-beri patients.' Request was made by letter but noth- 
ing was said acou^ Skubina. Letter was -sent in December, and in response accused 
came in-latter papfc of January (h 304). Ku’qo^does not recall, whether accused's 
attention was called to Skubina at that time. ,Kubo.was told of, Skubina's injury 
and that he had a hemorrhage. Kubo never heard Dr. weinsteitt.s.^y he had discussed 
the., case with accused. Accused brought no medicine or medical supplies with him 
on this .‘trip. He examined beri-beri patients and gave instructions how to treat 
them (li--305) * Pursuant, to Dr. T7eins^ein* s request to speak to accused about 
Skuoiha, Kubo wrcce accused. The letter. contained Dr*- TTe'instein* s and the medi¬ 
cal orderly’s diagnostic reports on Shubina'(p 3.06). This letter.was sent di- 
rectly to accused about the middle of I-Iar.ch, Kubo had personal knowledge of •• 

Skubina* s condition from one of the Company 1 s employe os (P 307)* ■ The Company 
doctor'was able to diagnose sick F?*s but. he vms inferior .to Doctors THiitfiold • • 

• and ,e.instein in the treatment of patients* . Accused responded to. the second let¬ 
ter and said it might be better that Skubina was operated on - * This, reply came 
in about 3 weeks, kubo t hollies transportation was not -mentioned in accused* s 
reply* Accused said the patient was in a sg & sky condition but did not say the 
operation would'be risky (H 308). Accused|pnated in’tho reply that .it might be 
practical if the operation were decisively conducted, Kubo could not state wheth¬ 
er accused came to camp afterward and saw Skubina (2 309). The civilian hospital 
mentioned did not belong to the Company. Sick F.7 r s were not sent there because 
Doctors jeinstein and TThi'cfiold were more 'capable than the hospital personnel and 
the hospital did not have complete equipment. It had an operating room and equip¬ 
ment but side wards were not completed. Surgical equipment at camp v/as borrovred 
from this hospital. Special equipment was required for Skubina and 7«e in. stein de¬ 
signed and made it himself * Other equipment was borrowed from the hospital. 1 
ITeinstem did not operate'. The patientf s condition became too aggravated ohd he 
died, This was in early April 1945 (11 310). Accused did not visit camp agXin 
during January -and April 1945 after his visit in January, Except for the spe¬ 
cial instrument, surgical instruments wore obtainable at liyuku Hospital, llo 
special request was made- by Kubo for instruments because TTeinstein said hospital 
instruments would do except‘f or the _ special instrument, Hitsushima'12—B was 
aoout 14 to 15-hours from Shinagawa, There aro 4 transfers by train, Hitsushima 
T/as about 800 meters from the nearost. railroad station connecting with Shina- 
gawa Hospital; The road be two on Hitsusliina and the station ms in ordinary’ con¬ 
dition between January and April 1945. Kubo went over it himself during that 
time. It was passable by car or truck (R 311)'. Hospital cars-were unobtainable 
and patients had* to be 'carried by truck* -.No car could come in from outside. 

Only the road in the local vicinity T/as good. There wore no .ambulances to’ trans¬ 
fer a . seriously injured r.ian to Shinagawa,/ • Ke real’izod serious ' condition of Skubina. 
Titere was no request by .Tieinstein. (for Fujii) and Fujii (accused) vms only on 
internist not a .surgeon, * The medical officer was responsible for -tho patient 
and there was no request from ten for hospitalization, ' Kubo. had seen patients 
moved 2 or 3 times, Ryuxu Hospital was short bn sick wards and so Kubo said noth¬ 
ing about it (hospitalisation). There was no. such talk from the medical officer, 
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Tho Comp Commandant had authority to hospitalize in Hitsushima.Hospital. pos-‘ 
pitalization elsei|Tho^o;pda-ld\bnly-,b6 an -order'of the Ilain Camp -Gortoandant (R 312). 
v Accused could .Consult‘hath-.the (JeuSp- Commandant for hospitalisation. By "nodi- 
■■ cal offioer” Kub6; meant the. 2- PT'^doctors•' Responsibility for hospitalization 
•fof Skubina was With the Camp Gorsnand'ant rather than the modioal officer as to 
hospitalization ai? liitsushima (li 313) . He wrote accused because accused was con- 
ceraed aboUt ’nedical affairs at liitsushima, ' He also believed Teinstein wanted 
him to do - so’ and thd'S .;oinsteih-Was not sure’ whether operation should be per¬ 
formed and wanted to - consult"’ accused.- The letter concerning Skubina from Kubo 
asked only for'Consultation relative to the operation. In emergency, the branch 
camp. comEgidant ; did.not have, the'right .to send the FFto the Army hospital -with- 
out approval of the Ilain' Canp Commandant. There night be reprimand .or heavier 
punishment if this were done but the patient would be~‘hospitalized (ll 314:)*.. 

Doctors ,/e.instein, ‘.Riitf iold and accused ■were agreed the operation should..be 
perfomed. If the special' instrument ■were available the 'operation could have. 
been performed in camp-,. Accused did not ask for the special instrument because 
■be in stein said it was unavailable at either Tokyo P.7 Camp Hospital o;r Shina- 
gawa'(?v 315),. -*• 4 - ' ' . 

Isamu Ichimura testified that he was stationed at Tokyo; Headquar¬ 
ters Camp,- Omor-i, from 2 5 September 1942 he 4 September 1944 (li 369) . He was ' 
first lieutenant and become Captain in Af>ral' 194-4 in charge of General Affairs 
at the main Camp, lie served' under Colonels Suzuki and Sakabal Accused was the 
liedical Officer attached to the Ilain Camp* Ichimura, on orders of Camp Com¬ 
mandant, was OD .at Omori. He served in this capacity "20 to 30 time si Regula¬ 
tions gave the OD responsibility to determine FT* s who were allowed at moming- 
siclc.call, The FT doctor first examined. FT* s and'.gave a list of those for ex- 
lamination to the OD. and the OD would see patients according to their report and 
’determine whether it was necessary for a person to work or-not the next day. It 
was not necessary .that accused be there when, the FT doctor reported to the OD. 

The. OD had responsibility as to who wa3 to be examined so it was not necessary 
for accused to be’present (ll 370). Some OD*s were severe'(R 371), Regulations 
stated tliat the OD made determination what FT* s shall appear at morning sick call, 
batanabe T/as ITCG. in charge of labor affairs. ' He had responsibility to send F.'* s 
to factories for work, He also went aro und to check whether FT s worked in¬ 
dustriously and guards were doing their Jfjp (R 372), T.’atanabe had no .power rel¬ 
ative to working conditions and men excused from work* Permission to give FT s 
long rest had to be obtained from the Camp’Commandant. Accused was very con¬ 
scientious and tried- to do his best in the medical field. He was kind toward 
PT* s. Ichimura did not know whether accused ordered sick non to work. The order 
requiring OD* s to pass .on men for sick .cail was carried out in branch and dis- . 
patch camps* Accused asked the Ilain Camp Commandant for permission to have FT s 
gargle (it 373). He never saw accused slap-FT* s .for not gargling or for other 
reasons. Senior Lie di cal Officer was Captain Tdlcuda. He came to Omori about 3 
times per week (it 374-). Ichimura disagreed with^Dr, Goad on one or two occa¬ 
sions on allowing FT* s to go on sick call (it 375 )» .Ichimura docs not recall ac¬ 
cused saying not to allow any. sick F7 on sick call unless he had.a temperature 
of 102b or more. Accused was-the medical officer in camp (it- 377). Accused was 
not too intoxicated to go on sick call in the evening* His presence 'was not 
necessary (it 378). The Japanese doctor at nine o’clock sick call had the re¬ 
sponsibility .to say whether a nan wont to work. Then accused was there, ho had 
that responsibility (It 379)*. 

J Hisokichi Takuda testified he served at. Tokyo Headquarters F.7 Camp ’ 

from December 1942 to April 1943, as medical officer but was attached to another 
■unit. After April 1943, he v/as attached to Tokyo FT Camp (11.381). Ho was there 
until the .end of the wruv He was the highest ranking medical-officer - at camp and 
consulted with the Camp Commandant on medical, matters*.- Accused-was-there as 
medical officer .of, the next rank and had. other. duties;.. .Accused had charge of 
treating FT*’ s at., the main -.camp. The particular job t/?.s to prevent’breaking' Hit 
of communicable'diseases, . Accused arrived in. June or July 194-3, H6 was a’iYo-* 
bationary. Officer (R 382). lie was promoted in Il^rch 1945 to 2nd--Lieutenant. 

Shinagawa Hospital, was under., jurisdiction of Tokyo Hoadquarters- Campi^l accused, 
worked there from tine to tine . on temporary duty. Accused -Was, not assistant ' \ 
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to Takuda at Shinagawa Hospital (R 383)*. Takuda was highest ranking officer at 
Shinagawa Hospital*.. He was, under control of the Commanding Officer as to medical 
matters. He could overrule* Takuda or accused on medical policy* The Main Camp 
Commandant could determine what BT's would get medical attention. Branch Camp 
Commandants had to comply with Tokyo Headquarters Camp medical regulations but 
at times conducted medical duties on their own Initiative (R‘384)'. .Medicines 
such as trianone, for amebic dysentery, and emetine were in short supply* F&tients' 
increased (R 386), ,-Import became more and mote difficult. There was not enough 
emetine for Japanese personnel .in the Tokyo FW Camp area (R 387)*, As a superior 
medical officer Takuda had responsibility in medical matters (R 392). 

Masao Uwamori testified he served at Tokyo Headquarters PW Main Camp 
from 1 March 1945 until the end of the war (R ’293). He first met accused in 
July 1943 at the Main Camp where accused was ‘acting as Medical Officer in charge 
of providing medical treatment (R 394). Hospitalization of PW’s was effected 
under permission' - from the Tokyo FW Canjp Commandant (R 463).- 

Shigeo Fujimaki testified he was pathological.anatomist at the 
Pathological - Institute at Niigata Medical School. He had performed autopsies 
but no operations. .Pursuant to request of accused, in March 1944, the university 
authorities ordered Fujimaki to conduct stool- examinations of FW diarrhea patients 
at Niigata PW Camp 5-B. He made these examinations at Niigata over 3 days, -2 hours 
each day (R 424).. Accused worked with Fujimaki*s assistants in preparing specimens. 
Emetine., obtained from the Institute, was given. Accused requested" this; Out of 
100 .stools examined 15 or 16 cases of amebic dysentery were found (R 425). 

Fujimaki heard later emetine was effective. He heard this from the head of the 
Institute. Fujimaki gained impression accused was very ‘conscientious in conducting 
the investigation (R 426). •• 

Shigeru Numajiri testified he served as Commandant of-Ashio PW Camp 
9-B from November • 1943 until the end of the wdr, first as 2nd Lieutenant and 
-later as 1st Lieutenant. Ashio 9-B was under jurisdiction of Tokyo.Headquarters 
PW Camp (R 428). Accused visited camp in latter November 1944 at Numajiri’s 
request. Ther’e were about 250 FW's in camp 100 of• whom were ill. Many were beri¬ 
beri patients. All patients were allowed to rest and accused examined all of 
these (R 429), Examination was held outside for PW’s not hospitalized. The 
place was-not fenced. There were^manyJBtl’s to.be examined and it wfts warm so 
the examination was held outside. It was a sunny day, no show and it was calm. 

Until examination FW’s remained clothed but the PW examined took off his clothes. 

Five FW’s were examined at a time and all removed clothes at once. Wheh finished 
the 5 would put on their clothes. Accused took about 10 minutes.for*each groUp 
of five. Accused looked them over, made them lower their hips, tested knee re¬ 
flexes and had them put hands over head. Numajiri did not see accused slap ai$r- 
FW’s being examined (R 430); nor beat them. Accused and Numajiri reraovfed their 
coats because it was sunn^ and very vrarm. The .FW’s were stripped such a short 
time Numajiri did not believe they felt cold. Accused put PW*s in 3 categories, 
healthy FW’s, those that rested and those hospitalized. Of the 100 examined, 
about 30 were considered healthy. About 35 were in rest category and 36 hospital¬ 
ized.. The last were sent to Shinagawa Hospital under Tokyo PW Camp. To 
hospitalize,.it was necessary to get permission of Tokyo Kf Camp Commander but 
accused made direct arrangement for hospitalization (R 431). Those hospitalized 
were sent by 2 buses after accused left camp. ..Buses arrivod about 4 weeks after 
he left. Accused apparently obtained permission for hospitalization by phone. *• i 
The 36 hospitalized-included 13 or 14 in the camp infirmary (R 432). Beforo 
accused arrived about 80 men were permitted to rest. Acdused said the principal 
cause of illness was lack'of vegetables-and said large amounts of fresh vegetables 
containing vitamins were necessary... After examination accused told the Company 
more vegetables were required. After examination vegetables, wore given regularly. 
These had come in before his visit and their use. was not exactly as a result of his 
visit*. Numajiri negotiated with the Company, manager to buy vegetables for the 
Army.. The Army paid for them (R 433). It had boen arranged that the Company . 
try to furnish vegetables..Array supply was irregular and the arrival of those . * 

vegetables was unoxpectod. Beri-bori decreased temporarily but in May 1945, it 
appeared again. This was due to decrease in vegetables. Numajiri did not request 
accused to.visit camp again.-(R 434),. Thb 34 healthy men were sent to work. 
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He did not hear accused say !, 'Te tri.ll work you until you di©'. 1 nor “You carae to 
Jap ah -to killTJapanese people! 1 ..,' Xlunajiri, as Comp Commandant,- determined who 
was excused frori ^drk for illness before accused* s. visit. (R 435) • FT* s -at Ashio 
worked in mine s ip joking ore and helped refine as well as transport it. The next 
5 FT, 71 s to -be examined 'prepared to bee one unclothed* All had been excused by 
ITumajiri. the day beftoror* At that timoof year it is colder at Ashio than in 
Tokyo, llumjiri believed no one died after accused left (R 437). FT 1 s finished 
with. examination r/ere excusod. Son© of those not yet examined stood there and 
some vore in barracks and webe. called.. Examination began about 1 F.li. and was 
finished about 3 P.|l. Accused never slapped anyone at examination but in some 
Instances took hold of thoir arm to steady their balance rdiilo flexing the knees 
(ft 441). Ho FT 1 s 'were punished that afternoon, on accused* s orders., Huron jiri 
reoalled .no mistreatment by accused (R 442), 

Junji Tanaka testified that; he. had been a classmate of accused f or - 
7 years at Jikciko Uedicai School and University. Accused was very conscientious 
know what his responsibilities were and was a sportsman. He. vras popular among 
classmates (ft 445}.. Abused consulted Tanaka about FT patients in the summer of 
1944. Tanalca net accused about 20 times concerning patients from then to the end 
of the war. . 4 oou sod also phoned Tanaka, relative to patients, about 40 to 50 . 
time Si Accused consulted Tanaka about orthopedic surgery on patients requiring 
special attention* On internal- medicine accused consulted one C ho Idee i Hayashi. 
Accused asked in rospoct to bori-bori (11 446)Accused also asked for medicines 
and whether there wore any good medicines for bori-bori. Accused obtained a 
medicine of some kind and took.it with him. .Ho also obtained anesthetics, nuper- 
oaiiie for luribor. anesthetic in appendectomies and homorroideatomies-. Accused in 
the autumn of 1944 requested Tanalca to come to Shinagawa and Onori to soo a pa¬ 
tient needing orthopedic surgory (ft 447). Tanaka went to Shinagawa Hospital and 
saw the patient*. Accused told Tanaka to go secretly because only the Army could 
go there. Operation was performed on the patient in accused* s presence along 
with - 5 or 6 FT doctors (R 448). 'Accused only ohservod. At accused* s request 
Tanaka consulted with accused oh treatment of sciatica patients at Tokyo Head¬ 
quarters Camp, Oroori. Accused also requested Tanaka to see other patients at 
Shinagawa'(ft 449). Accused requested advice from Tanalca whether artificial legs 
could be fitted to a FT amputee. Accusectfilater told Tanaka that artificial legs 
had beon requested but were not pcrmitteWcnd accused was very sad about it. 

Tanalca. advised-accused to inject dextrose or grape sugar into tho -artorios in 
treating sciatica patients. This accused did with good results. Tanaka and ac¬ 
cused got a medical book .in English which a FT doctor wanted (l! 450). Accused 
paid-for the book from personal funds. At accused's request Totiaka gave FT* s 
candy* Accused paid for it. The candy was given to one-FT doctor to divide with 
others (R 451'). Accused was considerate of FI* s* Recognized procedure in Japan 
in testing for pain to determine whether anosthetic has taken effect is -to pinch 
patient* s skin (A 452). Appendectomy is considered a minor operation and hem¬ 
orrhoidectomy tho simplest of surgery* Tanalca has given spinal anosthesia 400 
to 500 times (ft 454). -It is difficult to. find the right spot to make the in¬ 
jection (it 455). Accused went to preparation school end then medical college. 

Accused was always saying he ought to give rest, to many FT* s but could not in¬ 
crease the number out of work because, of camp authorities. Accused told Tanalca 
he had performed an appendectomy and a hemorrhoidectomy and was-4ia^py that they 
wero successful (it 45S) , A surgeon night forgot to test.for pain before operat-. 
ing* and commence the' operation before the anesthetic took offect. It is custom¬ 
ary to give local anesthesia before giving the spinal about in half.of the cases. ’ 
Local-anesthetic is as painful as the lumbar (it 457). 

Goro 5or.ir.ia testified ho wa^s a doctor specializing in othopedics 
and surgory and formerly taught those subjects at Tokyo Jikoiko Ifedical College 
for about 7 years. About autumn of 1944 accused, then a medical officer, Japan¬ 
ese Army', consulted Homan about a FIT patient needing surgical attention.- Hornna 
operated on the*patient at Oriori (11 459). Operation was performed at request of 
accused. Accused also consulted Houma on orthopodics but not too .often. * Accused 
consulted Hornna. about a patient having pain from a motal band used in a fracture , 

(R 460), Homria thinks' accused was very conscientious toward FT* s (R- 461). Ac¬ 
cused was not too w©ll versed iii. surgery (R 462). 
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.Gertrude Bloclc testified she -was *a court reporter, and recorded the 
oorapXptq.tostiraony of ilajor Cillian Stewart and .TTarraht Officer Ilanchestor, made • 
a transcript thereof, prepared an extract thereof.at request of defense counsel, 
°2 E ?S r0 r “j? .extract vn-th the. original transcript and the extracts are true conies 
/i to.iThich they apply (2- 471). 'She personally checked tho extract 

(R 472). - - 

.Captain ITcIson K. Kraeft testified ho vag assigned to surgical sur¬ 
vey, at 155th.Station Hospital, Yokohama (R 480).- - He conducted and assisted in 
surgical operations, was familiar withspinal aaesthetie and had administered 
ohe sane, Tho time for taking effect is variable from 3 to 4 minutes to 15 or 
20 minutes. Test whether anesthetic has taken effect is to prick the skin with 
a sharp instrument. If spinal is not effective, another may be given although 
an inhalation or intravenous anesthetic is easier to give.' If the spinal does 
not go into the spinal, canal but. into the .tissues there will be no spinal anes¬ 
thesia. Failure to effect spinal anesthesia occurs rather often but docs not 
indicate nodical incompotency (2 481). without any anesthesia, it would be al¬ 
most impossible to perform an abdominal operation because of tho pain (2 482). ■ . 

Opening skull by drilling a hole, would be proper treatment for one suffering a 
olood clot after head injury and symptoms indicated increasing size of clot.. In 
absence of a burr drill, a metal drill could.be used. JIo other special instru¬ 
ments would bo needed. An. aspirating needle copld be made from almost any hypo- 
dormio noodle. The- only special equipment probably needed would be a suction 
apparatus. Symptoms of brain abscess could be confused with those of traumatic 
neurosis. Tachycardia WereJy means rapid heartbeat. It may or nay not indicate 
^ri S *? Se 485 )- Sometimes plain nervousness can give riso to tachycardia. 

Whether normal activity of one having, tachycardia would be fatal, depends on what 
Sachycardia is duo to. Kraeft oould conceive of constant tachycardia without a 
disease basis* Temporary tachycardia where pulse rate drops to sonovdiero within 
normal limits does not indicate chronic disease. Kraeft would not reoommond re¬ 
lief from.duty of an officer,- he might■examine who had a pulse rate of 126 or 
more which dropped to about normal in a short time (2 486). ICraoft did not spe¬ 
cialize in.brain surgery and novor performed'a brain operation (R 487) . Kraoft 
considered Dr. './einstqin to havo been capable of improvising necessary instru¬ 
ments if materials wore available. Kroajfc did not know tho porcontago of Sku- 
oina's rooovorx had the operation been j^rforaod although thoro aro Available 
figures (R 488). From hearing T/einstoin's testimony, Kraoft considered Slcabina 
needed an operation.- Tho operation is not dangerous (R 439), -It is not unusual 
for an opertveion to bo started before tho- anesthotie takes effect (F 490). licst 
miuld be a part of tho tr'oatmcnt for tachycardia without knowing anything about 
he .disease which might -have caused the tachycardia. Kraeft considered that vrork 
contributed to death of one with pulse of 126, on-7 December 1943, who had pre¬ 
viously had. diphtheria and bori-beri; had been confined to F.; hospital for some 
tinoj., y/us or dcred to york tho. second xiook in December 1943 although pul so v/as 
over 120; jr^is forced x.o continue v/ork although extremely T/cak; performed heavy 
Trorl- in vory bad iroathcr, on 25 December 1943; had narked tachycardia; irregu¬ 
larity of heart pjid-acute diarrhea and died 26 December 1945. The heart is often 
affected by beri-beri. There might have been an inflammation of the heart from 
diphtheria*. Under these conditions, physical exercise is no form of therapy for 
ne neart (A 491). If tachycardia no re all that v/as present and there vras no 
physical abnormality or malnutrition or the -person v/cro not highly nervous it 
could be said there v/as nothing v/rong nith him. A rapid pulso on- examination 
vrouId indicate further investigation-into history of the patient. -In examining 
several hundred s to find cause for pneumonia outbreak - and-v.-it bout dofinite° 
diagnosis as to'dne patient? s condition one could only do v/hat v/as- possible vritli¬ 
ma limits of. time under tho primary mission (k 492). ~1th -little nodical facil¬ 

ities and a short tino only for interview^ there mould be* no dereliction of duty 
in tolling the patient: to rest. Even a -mistake made Under those conditions and 
the necessity of examining 500 to 600 FTP s at tho.jrato of 150 to 200 por day 
uhpro vrCuld bo no' dereliction of duty (/ 493), If / after a rest, a-man still ‘ 
•shoT/od a. pulse of 120 or more ICraoft considers recognized medical tro'atracnt 
k rould bo .to order him to re,st until. further opportunity for more complete diag¬ 
nosis. - Tnero would bo possibility of danger .if sent to v/ork. 1 No'matter v/hat v/as 
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' found, after a short rest a patient with tachycardia should be given 
light exercise to see. the 'pulse rate following. Pulse rate at-rest and 2 minutes’ 
after exercise are supposed*to coincide if heart is normal, Kraeft had never routine 
examined group of 250-men and could not estimate time necessary to examine (R 1;96). 
Kraeft would not spend ;much time on a man whose sole symptom known to him was a 
pulse of 120 or 126, Kraeft dould not do an adequate examination in a morning and 
afternoon on 250 men who had been excused from work to determine if some were actual¬ 
ly able to go to work. He could do a very adequate examination in 10 minutes per 
man - (R h'9't) • 


Yoshitomo'Tokugawa testified he worked as an'unofficial interpreter 
at Omori PW Camp from January" 19UU to the end of the war (R.500), ,He- recalled a 
chart in officer's mess showing percentage of'patients, a chart, relating to food 
and a chart relating to attendance rate at work (R 502 and 503), He was present 
at a conversation between Suzuki and accused concerning sickness rate (At Niigata) 
and the means of cutting it down (R 503). Suzuki said the rate increased and he was 
troubled about-it. Accused.mentioned lack of medical supplies (R 50d), Conditions 
at Omori got. worse after Sakaba became CO, He was more severe and strict (R 505), 
Accused complained he' could not treat ordinary prisoners because he was short of 
medicines. Accused was veryinice to ordinary FIT'S. Accused tried very hard to buy 
medicine (R,5o8).« Accused requested Tokugawa to try to get medicine for pneumonia. 
Tokugawa'got more than 100 boxes. The camp paid for it (R 509). The medicine is 
Albasil,20 tablets to the bottle. It was very difficult to get. Accused wanted 
.Tokugawa to. buy flea powder which he did. Tokugawa knew the'manager of the‘company 
and. so was- able to get medicines (R 510). He got 200 or 300 small cans of flea 
powder. He never.saw-accused slap any PW's or order them to stand at attention in 
■the.cold for long periods of time. Tokugawa does not think accused refused medical 
treatment to regular PIT's (R 5ll). Accused indicated he was opposed to Watanabe's 
mistreatment of FU's. ' Tokugawa never heard accused order Watanabe to beat anyone; 
never saw Watanabe beat anyone in accused's presence. Lieutenant Bush told Tokugawa 
that accused stopped Latanabe from beating Bush. Bush also said accused had given 
Bush^-good medical treatment (R $15). T/atanabe was in charge of work detail assign¬ 
ments. A sick FiV at work would have to got Uatanabe's permission to be excused. If _ 
excused the P.7 then went to some American doctor or accused. Colonel Sakaba appoint¬ 
ed the 0D who. reported to Sakaba (R 5l6). On receipt of sick report from Watanabo, 
the duty officer had to inform accused. Tokugawa did not know -whether the Duty 
Officer, had authority to say which of the sick prisoners would or would not see 
accused. Accused complained he was short of medicine (R 517). Accused had sincere 
interest, in treating FT/'s. Accused had to a# the Commandant before sending medical 
supplies to branch camps. ■ This would he th^^gh' the senior medical officer Do.ctpr 
Tokuda to Captain Nemoto and then to Camp Cofmnandant. This was the procedure .in 
every case of request for medical supplies (R 5l8). The. same procedure applied to 
distribution of Red Cross supplies (R 51?), Tokugawa was acquainted with theroute_ 
between Mitsushima Camp 12-13 and Shinagawa Hospital. The distance between Mitsushima 
station and the camp was one or one and one-half kilometer. They had to walk (R 521). 
It was not possible for a car or truck to travel over the road. It took about 15 . 
minutes. The hill was so steep and the road so narrow an automobile could not be 
used. ^It took Tokugawa 7 or 8 hours to go from Tokyo to Mitsushima. Transfer at 
Tatsuno station was necessary. Trains were crowded and only a few ran. There was 
no bombing in this area. There was a 2.houf wait at Tatsuno. There was no heat. 

He regarded accused as a truthful man (R 522). Accused was so regarded in camp. 
Accused had arguments with the'command. Accused ordered warn poultices for .pneumonia 
cases at Naeetsu Cai^ 6-B, Accused told PS's with frost bitten feet to massage. 

He recommended more to eat for PK's ,(R 523). Although the train ride would be very 
unpleasant for a sick person, Tokugawa would take it to save his life. There was n 
heat in train'after the war started (R 526). 


Louis Lillian Bush testified he was at Omeri from 3 or U September 
19k3 to 29 August 19bli. He had been in Niigata for one day in August 19A3 (R bio). 
He saw accused at Omori from time to time. -Accused was duty officer, probably once 
or twice a week (R 529). He saw accused slap PTPs for not gargling according to 
instructions^ 6 Accused said he would use every- effort to stop a pneumonia epidemic 
at Omori and ordered gargling at morning and..evening roll call, it was a 
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reasonable stop* -There v/as no opidonic at Omori. „ Accused slapped with open 
hand. Sush saw no serious injury resulting nor did ho soo accused knock a roan 
down nor slap a r. 1 an r. 10 rc than once (R 530), Bush bcliovod emphatically the sen¬ 
ior nodical officer at any camp is under authority of the Camp -Commandant and 
nodical department subservient to him in natters.of. work .assignments (U 531). 

Bush never'hoard ;ii fchnt 'accusedrefused medical care, to regular P-7* s* -Ho never 
hoard of cbiapla-ints^against accusedy by - Doctors Goad or- Kagy. -After SakabO* s 
arrival, the- FT* s atyOmori wont through 'several months roign of terror -(D : 532). 
3catings blithe Japanese staff" becane practically a daily occurrence. Accused' s’ • 
attitude did not change*. Bush never saw acfcuscd abuse F7*s. Accused told Bush 
his work was difficult because .Sakaba and Lqbor Affairs“ Department- complained 
too nanj r non were in sick quarters (R. 533)i' In Bush's opinion accused had no 
Control ever regulation relative to requiring officers to work ..(11 534). Accused 
could only counteract this irhen-dn officer convinced.accused ho .v/as unfit to 
work. BusK knew of-no occasion when accused refused available nodical supplies 
in treatment of- the sick (IT 535). ’ Accused took exception to orders of Kato to . , 
TTatahabe : to beat Doctbr'Goad and others,. This was. in the spring.of 19-1-4 or early 
summer. In Juiio ,1944^ T.atanabo committed a-very, very savage attack on Bush 
(R 536). As TTatondbo was about to • crash a 40-pound firo extinguisher-on Bush* s. 
Koad, someone rushed in and throw ;fatan’abo out of the hut. Accused v/as recog-, 
nizod as tho man v/Ko had intorfoped* Accused .said ho was sorry for vrliat had hap¬ 
pened whon Bush wont to -accused to - apologize on TcvBanabo* s ordcr. 3u_sh believed 
acoused v/as responsible-for. saving a Major- Janes* life. Accused- excused Jambs 
■from oarly morning roll’call .and also fron evening roll call. Janos' condition 
Was so .v/ook'he could not. have survived. Ho had dysentery throughout tho - tine in 
cq£lp (it 537). - Bush repaliod no occasion when accused ordered'F.T* s._to yrork at 
'Omori When too ill,. Bash did not believe this would be accused's policy* -Ac-? 

' cusod. alleviated nany gcri-bori sufferers, IIo obtained sugar to foment-yeast. 
Accused, off orb'd to secretly purchaso' vitamin pills and injection-if FA officers/

AcCuscd, Hiroshi Fujii, having boon duly warned testified in his 
J OTTn-bohalf. Aftor urinary and niddlo school graduations he wont to Tokyo, for 
. higher education (R ,544). Ho attended primary' school six. yoars,-middlo school 
• 5 years,- preparatory school- for medical college 3 years and medical college M years. 
Medical college was tho Tokyo Jikoilsa Ilbdical College. He studied the entire 
'field of clinical medicine and examined patients. Four years were surgery,, 
lectures 6 hours por v/ook and a practical course in surgery 6 hours per v/qok 
(II- 545). Ho assisted at .operations about 50 times and gave general lumbar anosr 
thesia 40 to SO^tincs, Ho had novor applied general anesthesia. Ho had given 
local onefsthosiai Operations ho attended wore practically all appondOetoni.es 
(R 546). Appendbctomy v/as regarded as a minor operation. In a spinal anesthetic 
tho body below the navel is desensitized. The patient is av/aro but fools no pain 
if tho anosthotic is effective. Sp5lnal anesthesia takos about 5, 6 to 15 minutes 
to become effective, normally .5 to'6 minutes (R o47). He had no experience with 
spinal anesthesia which took .15 minutes. The operating surgeon ‘tests to s’bc if 
-tho anosthotic has taken effect-by pinching the skin, v/ith a forceps. He never 
performed an operation u,sing-spinal anesthesia v/ithout this tost. If tho patient 
on the tost says ho fools no pain the operation begins. Some nervous pationts 
fool-pain lator after tho tost (E 543). IIo stood about 35th -or 36th from the top 
in a class of 160 in. nodical college* He diagnosed sick patients in hospital who 
had various diseases"like beri-beri, peritonitis, syphilis, infantile paralysis- 
(R 549). Bori-bori is froquont .in. Japan. - Ho treated general diarrhea eases - ' but 
not .anobic dysentery.. He ontcrcd tho Army in January 1943 and .in about 10 days 
bfecano probatiohal officci% ‘ lie. was medical-officer at 77th /uiti-Aircraft Unit 
of tho Eastern Army from January to Juno 1943..

(li. 550). Patioiits folt no pain hut Japanese soldiers would say nothing if* they 
folt pain. He .tested patients for pain.. Oh 15 Juno .1945/ he was transferred . 

-to Tokyo FT Camp at Shinagawa, stayed to 20 .Juno., left ..on furlough end on l July 
wont to TokyO‘F7 Cai5p, later known as Shinagawa Hospital. Colonel Suzuki was 
Commanding Officer until April 1944 when Colonel Sakaba succeeded Suzuki, Saicaba 
remained until the end "of tho war. . About "1 August 1943, Shinagawa was moved-to 
Onori. # Ouori then become Headquarters Camp and Shinagawa became Shinagawa Hospi¬ 
tal, attached to Onori (H* 551); 

Any patient -receiving permission from the Comp Commandant \ix \s sent 
to Shinagawa Hospital for operation. In Branch Camps tho-Army handled nodical 
treatment, in dispatch camps the employing.company had charge of it. For dis¬ 
patch camp FT’s, -the company furnished hospital facilities. Even-for an opera¬ 
tion, tho company had to hospitalize tho patient* .If this could not bo done, 
the company could get permission from the Comp Commandant to hospitalize at 
Shinagawa Hospital;* In addition to Shinagawa Hospital,, the Amy hospitals 
closest to tho various camps were available. In Tokyo, for example, the Tokyo 
Ho. 2 Army Hospital wa.s available (R 552). The re was, an Amy hospital at liatsu- 
noto about 7 to 8 hours by train from llitsushina. Normally it took 14 to 15 hours 
by train from IHtsushima 12-B to Shinagawa Hospital-. . It was more inconvenient 
to go to Tokyo bo cause of transfer and long vraite at transfer points. Although 
ho. had visitod Amy hospitals in Tokyo area, ho .did not have opportuhity’ to ob¬ 
serve their equipment (R 553). Ho saw surgical wards and tho. hospitals had sur¬ 
gical facilities. Thoro woro Vo ry fow places in Japan, equipped to conduct brain 
operations.’ Shinagawa did not have tho. equipment, Tho Amy. Uodical School (Tokyo) 
had instruments. Pationt ?7 T s from branch and dispatch camps under Tokyo Head¬ 
quarters Camp hero never sont to the Army lledical College. No brain-operation was 
ever conducted at Shinagawa Hospital nor were there facilities, brain.surgoons 
or assistants thoro. Tools would have had to be made. There wore* no regulations 
covering transfor of a. FT from branch or despatch camp, to Amy Uodical College 
(il 554). Hodi-cal Officer, Captain Tokuda^was in charge of .Shinagawa ifospital. 

If branch or di spat on camp co-xiandant ir .llwod to hospitalize a patient’-at Shina- 
gawa Hospital, ho made direct documentary request to .Headquarters Cai-ip Cfcmmandant 
who, if agreeable, issued order to branch or dispatch canp commandant approving 
request,. The request -would go via General Affairs Section (A 555), Accused had 
Soon tho burr drill in a motion pioturQ on mod-ionl subjects. Amy hospitals wore 
Class I, 11- and III. Shinagawa was Class III• Instrur.ients -for that class wore’, 
obtained for Shinagawa.- -'This is the lowest class hospital so it -would not havo 
any special instruments for brain surgory* Instruments for operation even had to 
bo brought to Shinagawa. He never saw any drill of tho type mo:itioned at’ Shina¬ 
gawa (R 557). On Sakaba’ s order, he wont to .Uitsusliina in-January 1945, He ox- 
amine d heri-hcri.patients there, including hospitalized beri-bori patients‘but 
not othor hospitalized patients. Weinstein said nothing ab’out Skubina and ac¬ 
cused saw no FT in hospital who had suffered, injury. Commandant Kubo said noth¬ 
ing about Slcubind. Accused stayed there only one day. After return to Tokyo 
and in la'ttor January, he received a letter from Kubo relative to an injured FT. 

(A 558). Tho letter mentioned a PV without naming- him and stated Doctor""Toinstoin 
said the- patient’s life might not be endangered if tho FT." word left as he was but 
tho FT night be mentally deranged and than an. operation-might be risky, but if. 
successful it would save tho patient. TToinstein requested pomission to operate. . . 

If this word done,* Kubo said it would-be I-Iubo* s responsibility -so Kubo requested 
accused to ask the Camp Com.iandant if it was agreeable to* let Keinstein operate. 
Accused immediately reported to Sakaba on tho-.lbttcr... jSalcAba said the company 
was responsible for FT modi gal treatment but agreed to let the -? 7 -doctor perform 
the. operation. Accused thon wrote Kubo saying Sakaba agreed to allow be in stein 
to operate.- There was no request to. accused to move’-the IT." to Shinagawa Hospital, - - 
Such a request would do no good because it Iind to’be sent to the Comb' Commandant 
(R 559)., - Nothing was r Said in Itnbo!. s letter tc- accused’ ab'out tiio typo of-opera¬ 
tion roquibocl. Accuoo'd wont to* 'litsushima in February -On; inspection trip ifith _- 
Colonel Sfelcaba and -others', -It took'.about 14 hours. Transfer at Tatsunowas nee- 
essary, .The trainband station were crowded, - It tool:--3 to 9 hours from Tokyo . 
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to Tatsuno (F 560), Only the electric train from Tatsuno to 'itsushima was heated. 
The road from 7T itsushima station to camp was.bad and narrow. It was necessary 
to. walk, for. car or. truck could not pass; The distance was about a kilometer, 

Aocused ■ asked 'Veinstein if he had .operated and VJeinstein said he was malting, in¬ 
struments, ’Teihsfcelfi; asked to have the;. F.' hospitalized at Shinagav/a. (R 561.), * 

This-beeauselShinaggwa probably had instruments, 'ccused told."einstein Shina- 
gawa did not...have the instruments., Feinstein suggested making the instruments 
at Shinagawa,- Accused said .this -would -be the same as making it in. car.ip. Accused 
thought- it better not to move the patient because of the long distance and told 
T ’einstein.that-to itoVe.the patient would invite difficulties-, Veinstein did-not 
ask whether^ hospital car would be'available, '.ccused. had no'opportunity to. see ", 
the patient y then (R 562)., ' He, never, at any time at ''itsushima, saw the patient, 

T/einstein said he would make the instruments and perform the operation there. 
Weinstein said it did not have to be, performed immediately. Accused talked to 
-Kubo and suggested if the instrument could not be made that the F. 7 be moved to 
the civilian hospital at Iida and asked ;Jfubo to try to find the instrument at 
lida hospital, Kubo said he would have J’einstein perform the operation in camp 
(R 563).* ' Accused went again with Sakaba on inspection tour to ’'i'tsushina and 
asked Kubo about the operation, Kubo reported no operation had been performed 
and that Skubina had. died, Adcused never saw the patient, 7, r e ins tein must have 
erred when he said accused saw the patient. Accused only Heard ’Veins t„ein*s . 
opinion (R 564) > Accused performed an emergency appendectomy on a. PY, r because 
the company" doctor was. unavailable. Dr"’hitfield and accused both operated. 

Accused requested transfer of.’’einstein from Omor-i to ’'itsushima. This was 
effected, Alien r.ccused went to "itsushima in July 1945 nothing was said-by 
Weinstein about. Skubina 1 s death, ".’einstein,* to accuseds-knowledge, never .crit¬ 
icized or blamed accused for Skubina* s death (R 565 ). * .. . 

■’ Accused came to-Niigata. 5-B in the-first week of-December 1943; on 
orders, ofASuzuki to find means of .cutting down the-pneumonia'deaths. Accused., 
■brought- diarrhea and'pneumonia medicines, sulfaquanidihe and Selizol, He .cxrr. 
amiried'ail sick F'*s,. about. 200, or about l/3 of the total-ptf personnel* Re-; 
thinks they had been-resting for about 10 days. ‘ Report on increase" of Niigata. .. 
sick, came in about 10 days, before his visit (R 566 ). ’ Examination of FMiy/as-' 
made? the -day after accused arrived. He gave Doctor Stewart, the med-iciiios' and 
told him to give them to the P“ r 1 s immediately... Examination began -about 8 A,’I* 
arid.lasted 4 oi’.5 hours, There were about^0 hospital patients. Examination . 
lasted about.2 to.3 minutes for each-.P", JBfte recalls tachycardia cases' (A 56?)•. 

There were'several, Stewart told accuse Who did not knew diagnosis of'those' 
cages,-.Accused did not hear from Stewart.about the K7 with diphtheria, peresig, 
pellagra, etc, • .ccused. took pulse of tachycardia. P'Vs also heartbeat-by steth¬ 
oscope, made them exercise, repeated the process, .-had. them rest and repeated 
the process., ‘.ccused did.not recall "allace but recalled that FA Stcv/art said 
one FT had a pulse of 126, -Pulse of 126 is not necessarily indicative of seri¬ 
ous disease,' 'ccused placed those not .actually sick In light duty category* 

Accused-thought some tachycardia was caused-by nervous dess* He gave only diag¬ 
nostic classifications under regulations to &he medical'-orderly,- Other than 
those placed in light duty .category, he put on rest category (?- 568)> Colonel 
Suzuki made up the regulations of 1 December 1943> incorporating the category, of 
light/-dut 3 ' for the first-time* Categories wore hosp.italizel. ion-out side camp, _ 
in Camp, rest,-light duty and ordinary work,. -No FT*s:vero^put in d'^tegor^ of . 
hospitalization outside camp because-he only looked at"-those- in the camp hospital. 

No -P’"* s- wer-e added to camp # hospital aftyr-examination. bout 120 P *s were put 
in rest category, 50 on light duty and about 30 in regular work. In all, there 
were about 230 sick P’ r, s including hospital-cases (R 569)*- He recommended some 
tachycardia, cases in rest. Because the diarrhea medicine..'given the niant* before 
became effective,, he put some .excused P"*s on.regular work-. Those-not- working 
received 2/3 food ration, jifht’duty workurd received the saiic food as regular 
workers. "ccused* s opinion was that 11 F ' sickness resulted from diet-. It ut s 
insufficiwnt in this camp,. ’V suggested to. Suzuki rn .increase of food and re¬ 
moval of FIs -to another place, but Suzuki would, not listen. vSuzuki had ordered 
food cut in August 1943 (Z 570).' -Substitute foods were given in place of rice. 
Accused considered light work all right for patients -fro did. not have ciarrhca. 

If diarrhea becomes WGrsc,. rest should be allowed-. Regulations st^tc that the 
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camp commandant will decide on recommendation as to diagnostic categories of' 

.examining doctor* Doctor Stewart was present at examination which'was eomoleted 
a out 1 P.L. (R 571 ).! Patient«s roster made up from diagnosis list is viven to 
the q?mp commandant v/ho affixes his seal'on it. 'Accused explained light dutV to 
ommandant but does not know whether commandant accepted his recommendations". 

The.roster was always kept in the dispensary but he did'not - see it (R 572), 

Doctor Stpwart never made any complaint to accused about men working or those 
he thought should not work. Accused does not recall, conversation with Doctor 
Stewart as to F'/'s complaining about being unfit for work, -Accused would have 
np authority to grant request to. excuse men from work (R 573). All branch and 
dispatch camps had the same,procedure under duty regulations wherebv the OD ap~ 
proved those appearing at morning sick call. The QD's- approval was"necessary 
at Niigata. Accused did not recall saying F?'s would have to work until they 
dropped.. Accused did not-know until later what kind,of work P?J's were doing. 

On bis iirst visit to Hiigeta in December 1943, he treated pneumonia cases, dis- 
lntected latrines, end kitchens, put blankets over wind leaks in barracks and 
checked on B‘f»s to see if they were coughing (R 574). The names Wallace, Caruso 
Foulding and Gibbons were not mentioned- to accused by Stewart. After accused ' 
brought medicine, pneumonia cases decreased at Niigata. On 2 January 1944 ac¬ 
cused visited*camp-on occasion of a barrack collapse. He took.Doctors Krgy and 
Shaw with him, treated the injured .arid sent fracture cases to Shintetau Clinic 
lor X-ray, He-requested the Camp Commandant to hospitalize these cases which 
was done. Accused stayed 4 or 5 days and Kagy and Shaw were left to treat PW>s 
(R 575.) • Accused had recommended relocation of camp for pT. r *s health. The bar¬ 
racks collapse occurred at the new location. He told Suzuki conditions were 
bad in comparison to other camps and to allow all FIT is to rest and not consider 
work attendance. After this, 4 days instead of 2 days rest per -month were al¬ 
lowed for some PHs. Permission for all to rest was not obtained. Later all 
were allowed 4 days rest. Camp conditions were bad in December 1943 and so ac¬ 
cused recommended relocation. He. told -Suzuki if they stayed the F/Ps health 
would not improve. Barracks collapse was duo to lack of investigation before 
moving. It was Major Hamada's responsibility (R 576), On accused's next visit, 
t944, he took a microscope to examine stools of FT's because of pos¬ 
sibility of dysentery. 'Doctor Stewart had no experience in.this type of exam¬ 
ination nor did accused, so accused had stools examined by Professor Fujimukl - 
who found 15 to 16 cases of amebic dysentei]V|. Accused brought no medicines on v 
that trip. After discovery of the dysentex|||cases, accused obtained about 200 
ampoules of emetine from Professor Fujimaki and told Doctor Stewart to trca.t P r Hs 
Accused thought amebic dysentery cases recovered using these medicines (R 577).. 
Accused bought a book on physiology and.tropical medicine and left it in Omori 
dispensary for general reference. He made sketch of an ameba for Doctor Stewart 
from an English book and translated to English from a Japanese book on explana¬ 
tion, He bought the two books mentioned from his own fund (R 578). On r visit 
- to Niigata in September 1944 } accused was told by Sakaba to inspect Fa Is working 
places to determine their suitability, for p*’ 1 s had been disabled from falling 
at a certain work site ‘at a- wharfi They, fell from ship deck to wharf. Tendency 
to fall was from higher center of balance of F"*s than Japanese or Koreans, Ac¬ 
cused told him (Sakaba) that the 1 work was not suitable to FI's (R 579) •' This 
was by written report. Accused stated in the report that P r ' r s should work else¬ 
where. Sakaba later told accused F7*s had been taken off the iob. ’Accused onlv- 
inspected this one site. Interpretation of the light-duty work in regulation of 
1 December 1943 was work the F" could do sitting down, such as, at Omori, sewing 
rabbit skins, etc, (R 581), Accused never heard of any medical case history of 
the 200 PIi s examined in December 1943* Other than light duty tachycardia, cases 
were put in rest category. Accused did riot know what action the camp co mmandant 
took on the list submitted. In December 1943, .accused was 27 years old- arid a. pro- 
bational officer in the Reserve Corps (R 582). Accused had no authority as modi- 
cal officer to issue orders to the camp commandant as to who * should work and who * 
should be excused. His only duty was to make diagnostic classifiertions. The 
camp commandant could disregard diagnostic classification but would not change it. 
If the number requested by the company could not be filled the camp commandant 
picked out comparatively healthier F7*s on li~ht duty and sent them. Accused 
heard about .this from a civilian and a medical orderly (R 583). 
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.Tho officer in * charge • of FT: labor at Onori had charge *of assigning 
thorn to work there,' / HCO 'Tatohabc served under the labor officer or officers fron 
about November 1943 to latter- 1944. A F.f becoming ill at work'reported to the 
guard suporviserV If the .-latter permitted the FTT to return to camp* the FTT re- 
.ported to TTatonabo or the 1TG0 in charge of Labor Affairs*- Procedure was the 
same-in case K7* 3 became ill in .camp (I-. 598), \Tatanabe was very strict, - "Tatanabe 
■ would take tho KT to tho KT doctor who reported to the OD. . The OD had authority 
.to .permit-or not permit the P.7 to bo examined .by the nodical officer, ; The OD 
did not always accept the FT doctor' s reconnen dation„ Only about half the FTT 1 s 
..reported by the'FT doctor brere allowed-to sick-call' (k 539),* Instructions were 
to keep the number of patients as small as possible, The instructions vrere from 
Colonels Suzuki and Sakaba. •* Si FT could not go, direct to sick call (A 600) . The 
Main Camp Commandant appointod -the OD who was responsible in charge of labor af¬ 
fairs and the Main Camp Commandant (RrB05, 607) The sane person was Commandant 
of Tokyo Headquarters FTT Camp, With branch and dispatch camps, end ’QrAori.-/ Ac¬ 
cused did not know that the Officer of labor affairs changed FT s classification 
in tho roster (U 607 5 )* Accused slawFT* s classified for rest working in camp 
transporting supplies. Accused saw TTatanabo make excused FT* s work,. Tiiis ap-.. 
poors to have happened frequently, Accused could not prevent this because Tkxta- 
nabo 1 s chain of command was different, ’.Then patients on the roster were few, 
the commanding officer approved it but if there were many, he did not always ap¬ 
prove (H 608), The medical ITCO who brought tho roster to the Gamp Connandant whs 
scolded almost daily because there were too - many paitcrits. Accused could not 
stop TTatonabe from shaking excused men work because TTatanabo was not accused’ s- 
subordinate. Accused 1 s rank was probationary officer and became 2nd Lieutenant- 
22- March "1945.. Accused realized vitamins were insufficient at Onori so he got 
more with his own.funds and treated bori-beri patients. Vitamins'wore still in¬ 
sufficient so I 10 roquosted purchase of mo tho r of "yeast (R S09, 610). He had a 
FT aid in producing ybast after obtaining pomission from Suzuki to cultivate it 
as soon as sugar was available. Lb told Suzuki the work attendance rate -would 
never rise .unless tho yeast -were made (A 610)^. During the middle of January 1944, 
yeagt was first produced. About half year Hater, beri-bori in FT-’-s practically 
disappeared. Regular FA* s received 250 cc Jlpr day and sick-F ' 1 s 500 cc.. Ad¬ 
ministration of 3 /oast was practically all under accused’ s supervision. Yeast 
-:was given FT’s in. liquid form (R 611), The improved bori-beri condition lasted 
until the- end of the war. There was a shortage of-nodical supplies. A monthly - 
chart of nodical supply requirements was made at the dispensary. This was sub¬ 
mitted to tho Hr*in Camp Commandant for approval who requested the nodicino from 
the superintendent of tho Army Hospital (A 612). Accused’ s requisition for r.iedi- 
ca.l supplies had to bo approved by Captain Talcuda and'main Camp Commandant, Ac¬ 
cused accoiipanied requisition 7 /ith a document explaining conditions and number 
^d’bypc of FTT illnesses in Cmori with plea for more medicines. Accused also re¬ 
quested Talaida. to negotiate directly -./ith Medical Corps of tho Eastern Army, Ac¬ 
cused pleaded for medical supplies at least once a month. lie usacilly only got 
half asked for. Sc could do no more. Tie discussed the shortage \/ith Suzuki and 
Sakaba and asked if tho situation could be talked over *./ith the Eastern Amy 
Medical Department (S' 6.13). Tho Eastern Army was short on medical supplies. Ac¬ 
cused never refused to use available medicines and nodical supplies in treatment 
of sick FT’s at Onori. All medicines were turned over each week or 10 days to 
FT' s and the FT doctor could treat FT’s freely. Following a discussion of all 
medical officers on the various comps, a distribution' list on-Red Cross nodical 
supplies was drawn up. The list'was given to Suzuki or Sakaba. by Captain Talaida 
for approval. The supplies were distributed by tho Intohdancc Department ( 611-). 
Takudu determined, tho basis for allocation of Rod Crocs ncdic'al supplies, Tho 
Main Camp determined tho amount to bo do live rod to each camp. The amount of sup¬ 
plies vras fixed by inventory of' the Intendanco Department. As far as Onori* was 
concerned, accused considered it received a sufficient amount (- | Ah315). Red Cross 
supplies soon ran-out and then there’ was a shortage.. Accused did kill ho could 
to get Rod Cross nodical supplies for Onori, Me never refused to use available 
Rod Cross modic.il supplies to. treat sick FT’s. ITc had supervision over the medi¬ 
cine-store roon^T TI 10 medical HCO had the key to the store room. Japanese medi¬ 
cines and nodical supplies wero kept in the sane store room. A ‘h 0 y could.be dis¬ 
tinguished by language labels. Accused did' not permit Red Cross medicines and 
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supplios to oo used for Japanese personnel (R 616), Llodicinos wore completely 
'entrusted to F7*s xr'no were mostly treated by PH doctors. Doctors Goad and Kagy 
had free access to Red. Cross nodical supplies and medicines in the treatment room 
and could uso vitcunins froely. They liad access to Japaneso medicines as wo 11. Ac¬ 
cused nevor used Rod Cross medicines for 'Japanese' personnel nor did he order FT 
doctors to uso then for Japanese personnel - (R 617), FT doctors sometimes treated 
Japanese personnel, Iiedicines at Onori at the end of the war wore* originally for 
tho uso of patients at Shinagawn Hospital (xi 618), At end of the war, instruc¬ 
tion cano down that all supplied 1 at-Onori could bo used by FA s frooly. Accused 
did not have access to these supplios during the war (R 619),. Accusod requested 
Sakaba to credit FT doctors Tilth work even if they did not work. Sakaba allowed 
then half day reliefs*. Ho K7 doctor, ever coaplainod to accused, T.ccusod spoke 
to Sakaba voluntarily* Accused induced Suzuki to produce 500 yon to purphaso sur¬ 
gical cquipnont for. Shinagawa hospital,. This was in October 19-id- (S S20). Doc¬ 
tor Rcigy sent accused a letter of thanks. In January 1945, because the yeast had 
not sufficiently developed, accusod bought vitamins with funds raised by tho FTP s. 

He had 6 boxes of trianone of his own, and used it. eh pneumonia patients (R 621), 

He nursed pneumonia patients in tho spring of 1944, Ho stayed Tilth one pneumonia 
patient, a P. v Osborne, for a we ok and. saved his life, Osborne said accused Trap 
his life savor, Accused had albisil, adinon and disept61 ’purchased. There was 
a total of 300 boxes, each containing. 20. tablets. Ho paid withhis own funds. Ac¬ 
cused obtained permission to allow Uajor Janos, an oldcrly P.AFto sloop during 
morning and evening roll calls. Accused also obtained perilssren^fron Suzuki to 
give FCA-s over 40 years old an extra. blanket, Ho made diagnostic classifications 
from a purely nodical standpoint. If his diagnostic classification had boon f 0 I 7 
lowod there would bo no charge of sending FT .' 1 s to work xrhon unfit. Treatment of 
FTF s was up to tho pTT doctors so accusod did not refuse ueHioal treatment,- He 
may Iiavo made mistakes in diagnosis but has no rocolloction of recommending a F 77 
for regular work who vras fit only for light duty. He assumed responsibility for 
mistakes in diagnosis. Ho never struck a F7 for requesting nodical treatment 
(R. 622). 

Ho found F7 Buchanan looking at a Japanese nowspapor in the dis- 
X^ensary, It 17 as strictly forbidden that jS St? s see Ja.pon.oso newspapers, Accused 
sla.ppcd Buchanan rather than report him because this would result in more severe 
P'inishnent. Ho slappod Buchanan once with open hand. Buchanan was not hurt and - 
required no nodical troatmont and continued work. Accused did not run out look¬ 
ing for his sword to kill Buchanan‘(R 623). This was tho only Buchanan incident. 

He gave Buclianan 2 packages of cigarettes because Buchanan rotriovod some nodi¬ 
cal books from an air raid shelter. This was before tho slapping incident.(62ij); 

Accusod nevor ordered Hatanabo to beat He in stein and ZCaufmnn, but 
hoard they had been bee. ton (A 6.24) , .0 in stein and Aaufman ’.Tore not allowed to 
act as doctors at Onori but did sono work under Hatanc.bc under a policy by order 
of tho officer in charge of Labor Affairs and accused had no authority to change 
uhis. Accu,sod warned TTatanabo 2 or 3 times to quit hitting FA s too sovoroly. • 
Hatanabo avoided accused, especially after the Bush incident, and.neither '.Tata- " 
nabd nor accused liked each other (A 625). 

• Accused prevented Hatanabo from striking Bush with a fire bucket. 

Bush came to accused to apologize but accused told him there was no nood to. Ac¬ 
cusod was glad to have helped Bush; If TTatanabo had hit Bush vrith the fire buclc- - 
ot, which was very heavy, accused thought 3ush would bo dead (A 626). It vras 
u 70 loss, to report tho incident .to Sakaba as Sakaba would do nothing (3 627).

(A 650), -.The FA s 
ho s lapped at roll call v/ero not sick FT 1 s. lie instituted tho practice of gar - 
gling about Uovenbor 1943 to chock the pneumonia rato. It had beneficial effects, . 
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The practico was approved by; the camp commander. The FV doctors agreed also*. 
Accused urgod other camps to T 'udopt the" policy of gargling (R 631). Accused con- 
sidorod garglitfg an absolute necessity and slapped PTF s because he wanted to 
maintain their he.al-tH (R 633)* 

Ho .^rrciigod for sending Landrum to Shinagawu Hospital for an appen¬ 
dectomy. Ho cal-iod Doctor, Kagy and told him to -prepare for surgery. It took 
an hour to prepare. At about 8 P.M* preparations wore completed (R 635). Doc¬ 
tor Kagy permitted accused to make the incision, ..Lumbar anesthetic was given. 
Accused did not know whether 'American, or Japanese anothetio was used. Doctor 
Kagy tested for pain by pinching patients skin. About 5 minutes olapsed after 
anesthesia before the operation began. Accused did not recall whether Doctdr 
Uoinstein was present (11 636). Doctor ICagy told accused to start operation. - 
The pationt complained of pain and Kagy said to wait a littlo. Accused did so 
and an Kagy 1 s say so' tried to nake another incision* Tho pationt again showed 
sign of pain* Kagy said ‘the patient was very nervous. Ether was applied. Ac¬ 
cused made’tho incision and Kagy completed the operation. Accused acted as as¬ 
sistant. Ho did not hoar tho patient make outcry (R 637). ICagy took over be- 
causo it was so .agreed. Kagy was a bettor surgeon than accused. Accused docs 
not think Vfeinstoin took ovor and completed the operation. Accused did not re¬ 
collect seeing the patient after tho operation (R 638). Accused saw tho pati„wt 
a^odx ono month later and he had'recovered. Accused nay have had ono cup of 
sak6~~at dinnor boforo tho operation but it would not hamper his performance in 
the surgory. no has never drunk to excess (R 639). lie never treated a K7 while 
-Intoxicated (R.640). * • 

Around Hay 1944, accused slapped Doctor V/oinstoin at Shinagawa. 

This is the only time aqousrd c=v3r hit a It* of f jevi * Ajcugod sbru-k Vbinjtoin 
in anger over a differendo of opinion as to treatment of pnounonia .patients. Ac¬ 
cused’s superior. Doctor Talcuda, was present and accused was embarrassed, Ac- 
ousod slappod T/oinstoin (R 641). The blow was not hard and this was tho only 
tirno accused hit Vqinstoin. Accused made 77o in stein stand outside the sick ward 
from 4 to 5 minutes*. . *It‘ was raiding slightly. The incident occurred in liay 1944, 
about 2 P.jl. He had TTeinstein stand ^ ioro rather than striking him hard, lie 
called Veinstoin back bo Cause TabudajP^prinandod accused and accused apologized 
to V'oinstoin. lie never kicked 1 fe.iiistein (A 642). He di£ not throw T/oinstoin 
out tho window nor push him out. '.Vo ins to in walkod to v/horo ho had to stand. Ac¬ 
cused hover struck any PV* for tolling accused ho, tho PV, was patriotic. Ac¬ 
cused thought .he was right about -the nodical "argument (A 643). Accused drew no 
blood from Vein stein when ho slapped him (R 64-4) . Tho blow hit V'oinstoin's. 
check (R 6U5)» 

Accused did not know Biorstad. Accusod never struck a FT.' at Shina- 
gawa- Hospital for not saluting nor order anyone olse to strike a FA for not sa- - 
luting accused. There v/oro guards there, however j who struck FT.* 1 s for not sa¬ 
luting Japanoso officers. Biorstad may have boon boaton by a guard for failure * 
to saluto accusod unknown to accusod. Accused had no knowledge of the incident . 
end therefore could not explain it (R 655). 

- . . ■ On rare occasions there were diffpronccs of opinion bo two on accused . 

and Doctor Goad. Accused took tho same. position as other. OD’s ’bn Suzuki 1 s policy 
not to allow too many patients to rest (R 68.6). If accused thought a FT.’ should 
rest, he nevor' sent him to work. As medical officer, accused could excuse a FA 
tho night boforo whon ho was OD. Accused novor directly or indirectly ordered 
F7’s at Onori to stand at attention as punishment for for other reasons between 
September 1942 and, September 1945 (R 63.7), Accused ueVcr slapped.br beat or 
abused any FT.* at Niigata 5-8 Canp nor order any FV to stand at attention for any 
period. Ho nover . struck .any Special F..* f s (R 688). 

Accused arrived at Asarusawn Camp about September 1944 -nth a group 
of FV* s (R 691). Ho remained' there 4 or 5 days. Although his duties as officer 
in charge of the, group- should have ceased on arrival, he aidod treating F.V* s. no 
load no disciplinary authority in camp. Command of tho guards, originally imder 


1st Li cut o hant Uwamori on the trip' transporting FA’ s, vras turned"over to ‘2nd Lieu¬ 
tenant Inaki ' temporarily until permanent.guards arrived. -Accused had no authority 
over the guards nor did they have any .connection with accused, Coi.ir.iand of those 
guards yn?.s, turned ovor to inalci .on arrival in camp. Inaki never delegated any 
> authority to accused* On Uwamori* s arrival, his (Uwamori f s) duties ceased (h 
692) * Accused never ordered guards there to heat any FA' s. He did not have 
authority to order guards. He recalled the Hill incidont. An Any jacket 17 as 
missing, Accused looked for it but could not find it, Tho nattor was reported 
to Inalci, The jacko.t mu found, Inaki called the senior HA officer (R 693). 

A Sergeant Major liawkawa was temporarily'responsible for comp general affairs 
and suporvisod tho camp guards. He would issue ordors relative to discipline. 
Accused had no .connection with investigation of the theft,- 'Accused had no re¬ 
sponsibility for the' affair but saw a Japanese guard strike the FT (R 694). Thor© 
wore about 3 persons present and tho PT I was being hit by the guard who lost the 
jacket, Accused had never soon the FT. before. Accused issued no orders as t<5 
the treatment of. this FT.. Accused .thought Major Fleming was mistaken in saying 
accused was present when tho FT was ordered to the guardhouse, . Floning-probably 
mistook Inaki for accused {R d95), Accused never talked to Interpreter Kondo di- 
■ rectly about tho matter, Kondo worked with Inaki, Kondo did not act for accused. 
Accused did not investigate the jacket loss but just looked the camp over (2 696). 
Tho guard hitting tho FT was hitting with his closed fist. Ho hit tho FT with 
power behind him. Ho hit tho F..*s cheek. Accused saw tho guard, hit tho FT twice 
(k 697). Accused did not so.o othor guards hitting tho FT*, Accused did not in¬ 
terfere because lie know the F.T had dono something bad and believed tho guard was 
kitting tho FT-with permission of Lieutenant Inaki. Accused did not soo tho FA 
struck by anyone olse, Kondo was not ’there. Accused did not look around tho 
oivnp in relation to the thoft (R 698). Accusod saw Hill in tho guardhouse from 
outside. Accusod does not know whether Hill was doprivod of food. Tho camp com¬ 
mander dealt with guard houso matters* Accused had nothing to do with.Hill’s con¬ 
finement or conditions gpvorning it* Accusod did not see the FA released (R 699). ‘ 
ho hoard that Lioutonant Asaka released tho FA. Asaka was pormanont -comp com¬ 
mandant succeeding Inaki (_l 700). Accused told Asaka. at Sugamo accusod was be- 
ing charged with something accusod know nothing about and Asaka said it 7 /as tho 
person he roloasod soon after Asaka 1 s unakyal (R 700 - 701). Asaka mentioned 
dill end know about him, Accusod had noj^r seen Hill since passing tho guard 
houso (R 70l). Penalty for 0 . Japanese soldier stealing 0 . soldier's jacket would 
bo a boating by tho 1TC0 and ir.iprisonr.iont for about 3 days without food. Accusod 
repeated that Major Fleming confused Inaki with accused (II 702), 

Accusod wont to Ashio Camp 9-3 in latter ITovenbor 19 41 under Suzuki’s 
orders. About 20 or 30 patients \rcro suddenly unablo to stand on thoir foot and 
Ashio camp corsarndant becar .10 alarmed. Accused was ordered to find the cause and 
treat these men. He took no medicines but had a stethoscope. Second Lieutenant 
ITunajiri was Camp Commandant, Accused discussed natters vrith ITunajiri (R 703). 
Scarcity of vegetables was the cause of the illness. Accused toll ITunajiri more 
vegetables wore necessary "(ll 704). More vegetables wore requested from the con- 
pony 0 On return to Tokyo accusod rocovkiondod to Sakaba that F'A’ s in Ashio be 
m.vod to the Tokyo area because of difficulty in supplying vegetables to Ashio (R 
705), Tho camp was not moved. Accused onar.lined FA T s at Ashio. It was sunny, 
warn and there was no wind so accusod selected a sunny spot in camp for the exam-., 
inatioil. Four or fivo FA’s to be examined were to take choir clothes off for ex¬ 
amination and the next group were dressed' but ready .to undress. Accused examined 
far edema, tosted levee reflexes, had them do squatting test and examined heart 
c ndition. He then divided thorn into 3 categories, A, those healthy,- B slightly 
sick and C, those to be hospitalized. Ho examined all by 3 ivl. >**horc v/crc about 
100 F.A r s examined including 12 or 14 non in hospital. There were none unable to 
stand but some had difficulty in walking. Ho abused none of them. The FT’s 
might have mistaken his pushing them to see hew much strength th.ey had in the 
vraist on the squatting test as mistreatment (R 706,707) * if a doctor'does not know 
whether tho patient is actually weak or is_ feigning on tho squat test ho will 
push the patient* s shouldors. If the patient is ‘..‘cak, he will fall; if feigning, 
he vrill not* Accused used-a rubber mallet for testing kneo reflexes,. It did not 
hurt. Ho, did not stop on FA’s toes nor slap thorn during oxejiination. To excite 
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thou ho night have hit their check with the nallct. This was to uhlco then do the 
squat tost with all their strength* Tile ml let did net hurt thou. He had thou 
squat 3 tines. He spent about 5 -to G ninutes on each group cf 4 or 5 non* The 
examination "cook from 1 to about 3 P.II* (Ik 708). Accu.scd undressed to his under¬ 
clothes and did not think the FT* s felt cold. Ho assuned these FT:* s had been 
resting. He did not follow regulation, us to fitness -for .work because they ".Tore 
not examined for that purpose- ( R 709), The examination Was nc.de to deternine 
the cause of beri-beri. causing paralysis and accused nade up categories for his 
ovm benefit.* Twenty or' thirtywere healthy. Thirty-five to thirty-six, includ¬ 
ing the >12or 14 .previously hospitalized, vrero hospitalized in Shinagawn (R 710), 
Accused requested a bus to take' then and they Trent 2 or 3 rooks later. Be gave 
the list as to the A & B Categories to the canp couuandant (3 711), He left canp 
right after the- examination and knew nothing of an incident whore it was said he" 
abused one of a group of 20 non too ill'to work. He left instructions to give 
the 20 or-30 K.’’s unfit to work lots of vegetables. Ho loft nodical treatment to 
the company-doctor. In Hay 1945, accused visitod tho canp and found about 10 
paralytic bori—oeri casos.(R 712), The company .doctor had responsibility for day 
by day treatment of F7T*s. The company had responsibility to provido medicines. 

Out of 250 Ki* s there in latter. Hovenbor about 100 vrerc classifie.d as potentially 
ill. Accusod believed he did as much as a medical officer could do but cannot 
say he nado no.mistakes (R.715). Higher responsible authorities v/ere not very 
good (II 714). 

The tine accusod was allowed on visits to croups was limited by or¬ 
der. Usually the tine aftor arrival was two or three days (R 718).’ Accusod de¬ 
nied allegation of affidavits concerning his mistreatment of FT; 1 s at Ashio (R 720). 
At Osarusa-.m accusod had his uniform off most of the-time. Inoki woro his jack- 
oo only during roll call.(Apparently this is to account for accused’s contontion 
that Inaki was nistakon for accused in the Hill incident). Accused never sent a 
sick FTT to work at Omori, Ho did not have authority to send anyone to work. Ac¬ 
cused acted as duty officer 70 to 80 times (at Omori) *(R 722), Accusod, because 
he was a doctor, did not follow Suzuki’s policy of minimising tho number of sick 
K.’s as strictly as other 0D’s (R 723), s .Accused obtained some oophalantino, a" 
Japanese medicine for tuberculosis, foixJDoctor DawsonrGrove who used it (R 725, 

726), Accused did not enforce tho gdoSpiiiings he did for Hr's. It - was tho camp 
commandant who orderod then on accused’ s opinions. Accused did-not go to Niigata 
as a representative of Suzuki but to aid medical conditions. He could not super¬ 
vise because a medical- second lieutenant was already assigned there (R 729), Ac¬ 
cusod never performed an operation himself. .He assisted Doctor Kagy 5 or 6 times 
(11 737). Imidrum was unusually resistant to the effects of anesthesia (A 738), 

Accusod handled medicines directly at Omori when ho gave medical 
treatment, itt Cmori medicines were all entrusted'to an enlisted non. Accused' was 
above this man in rank and Tolcuda was above accused. Uodicinfes were provided when¬ 
ever requested (R 738), There. was quite a number of vitamins at Omori in January" 
1944. i-very bit of medicine was turnod over to tho F.7 doctors every 10th day and 
cncy and tho FT! nodical orderlies wero able to go into the storeroom freely. Tho 
Japanese orderly had tho key (A 739). 7, non a FT." nodical orderly asked for cor- 

cain modicine the Japanese medical orderly would got it. Accused treated pneu¬ 
monia patients and epidemics with all his effort. During ordinary times the F«7 
doctors treated H.'s, .:«dicines -.Tore replenished from Shinagawa Hospital or from 

?■- private firm, iiodicinos used at Cmori wero chocked each month. Additional re¬ 
quests woro nade after the 10-day supply .was used up if noed arose (R 740), At 
end of the war tho re woro 20 tc.30 bottles .of vitamin tablets, 100 tablets each, . 
and about a month* s supply of other medicines. F7T’s at Omori did not suffer from 
lack of vitamins. Vitamins were .sufficient in July 1945 (R 741). Schenk had 
pellagra and there was no pellagra medicine at that time and so was not given 
medicine on tho throo occasions when it v/as requested. If Schenk had beri-bori 
at the time,medicines should have been given him. (A 742). Accused worked under 
Doctor Tokuda’s responsibility (R 7li3), 

Accused did. not laiow exactly how the labor roster was.made up from - 
the diagnostic classification, but doos not believe the* latter was changed by the 
officer in charge of labor affairs (R 743), Hen classified by accused for vrork 
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normally did go "bo work. -lne Ob under Tokyo P.7 Camp regulation decided who 
snould work (iv 74<i) • Accused did not think the regulation ever changed, but 
the OD night order a medical. 17CO to take his place (It 745).. The procedure, as 
just described,. was a change Iron the prior procedure and cane into effect the 
latter part of 1944 (it 746)., Although a_nedical ITCO or orderly took the place 
of the OD (at sick-call), the responsibility (still) rested entirely with the OD. 
Accused had nothing to do \rith this change but heard about it from nedical or¬ 
derlies and medical ;iiCO. - Although those wore accused’s‘subordinates, they ’were 
also subordinates of tho OD. Accused 1 s duty was over at 5 P.U. and they then 
car.io unaer orders of- the OD. The 5 >- slept in camp and so could havo acted accord¬ 
ing to the OD* s order • Determination who should go on sick call, in tho -nomine 
T/as the duty officer’s duty ana not the dispensary's* The morning sick call v/as • 
*cho dispensary’s work (A 747)* Decision who. should go on sick call was nade 
about one hour boforo evening roll call which was held, between 8 and 9 p.H, Diag¬ 
nostic classification was made at 9 A.Hi every morning. Until December 1943, di¬ 
agnostic-classification v/as: Hospitalisation outside camp; hospitalization inside 
cur.ip; rest; persons going-to work; including those talcing medicine; light duty, 
including cnose idio worked in camp (A 7'Jc8)« The OD only had 2 categories, one for 
work and one for sick call'the following-morning. This was when accused v/as OD. 

He does not know about the other OD’s (A 749). Hen hospitalized "would not go be¬ 
fore the OD until they recovered and wore released from hospital. Hon marked 
"rest* 1 would not appear before tho OD nor those on light duty while in that clas¬ 
sification (l 750), --ion classified 11 work 11 could go boforo tho OD if ho felt bad 
during tho day. ’ Tho OD only determined who was to go to ■S'telc call the next morn- 
ing. Ho did no*c note mind. tho category (w -751) , Accused only determined v/heth- 
•' r FT: 1 s were fit for work. A F.' bocoziing sick during the night vould request to 
■»° °n siok call at the time of work assembly in the morning (!* 752). Accused 
\zas influential in getting a jset of surgical instruments for Doctor Kagy (li 753)_. 
Accused did not send non to heavy work, after examining them, oven though they 
were nearly fatally ill as stated by Doctor Kagy. Quite a few FA s my have 
boen sent to ~.rork by tho OD in spito of their condition and Kagy may havo thought 
this was accused’s responsibility (R 755)* 

The only time, accused hit^Duohor,an was in August 1944- -v/iion Buchanan 
was caught reading a newspaper. Docto^pigy did not know about this, incidont (H 
755). Kagy was r.iishaken about tho incident where-lie said accused struck Buchanan 
for the latter’s failure to deliver accused’s laundry (A 755, 756). Tho only in¬ 
cident on ..oinstoin v/as at Shinagawa and Kagy v/as not there but was at- Tsuruni. 
Accused did not rocall tho’incident .of beating Biorstad in late Hay 1945 as told 
oy Kagy. It could not havo iiapponcd (A 756). .accused did not deprive Doctor 
Goad of tho privilege of giving nodical treatment to FA s. During Hagy*s stay in 
camp, no FT aied and chore was no modi cal storehouse at Omori. Llcdicincs wore all 
at Shinagawa. Kagy confused Omori with Shinagawa-(id 757). Accused did not make 
a F.’ with shrapnel in }iis lun’gs work nor make any FT." with a fever of 102° go to 
work (li 759).. If a F.‘ had a tenporaburo of over 37° (Centigrade) he "would not 
go "co work because ho would bo sick (_£ 760). Accused wore rubber gloves at the 
Landrum appondoctony (A 761). Accused was not present when it is said ono 7,‘ar- 
ranc Officer Ito, Captain ITomoto and accused hold sick call and'sent 50 men, too 
sick to walk around, to work. Accused'did not - recall the incident (A 762). 

In no case v/as a F< sent to Amy Aodicr-.l College for operation 
and accused could net sond them. Accused could..not havo roadily procured a con- 
pctonG brain surgoon to go to Hitsushima to perform tho_ operation on Slaibina (A 
771), me dispatch camp coixxndant did not. request -accused to find.nocossary in¬ 
struments but only said surgery was to be performed. Accused reported .cinstcin’s 
telling him about tho matter to the camp commandant but the latter paid little 
attention., .oinstoin said he was making instruments (A 772), Accused v/as con- 
comcd about the patient and asked about tho operation in July 1945 (A .773). ^ 

_ Accused related* tho truth about the Osarusawv-incidont except for 

some difference in time element (A 774). - 

Suzuki told accused to examine patients at Aiigata an I make diag¬ 
nostic class!ficaticm• He reported to Suzuki ;.ncl requested increase of food at 
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Niigata and all camps, Ho also recommended more rest for Niigata FTP's and that . 
work attendance rate should not bo considered! Ho did not hoar Suzuki say sick 
FT’ s wore not to work. Accused never sent sick P7P s at Niigata to vrorlc. Sick 
FTP s wore not-put in work, category (3 775). Accused had authority to put a Troll 
F./ in poetical, diagnostic classification of work. Accused put some comparatively 
weak FTP s in', light ..duty classification (R- 776). 

-Accused ^treated Osjjomc several times! lie recovered after a nonthfe 
stay at Shinagawa (3 780), A FT with, a minor ailment could go to the FT/ doctor 
direct and bo treated. As to rest for FTP s the dispensary could only recommend 
(3 781), Accused did not try to stop the sending to work of F.P s recommended for 
rest because it would have no effect, Tho dispensary had no authority to go be¬ 
yond roc.omnondation (3 782), lie only gave Davrson-Grove 1,000 tablets of cepha- 
lantino (instead'of 2,000)-and received the other 1,000 hinsolf (3 783). No got 
this medicine free of chargo (3 784). Accused never o_cted with Doctor Tokuda xrho 
gave all -troatr.ibiits himself in No. 5 Barracks (whore alleged difficult cases wore 
handled). All FT doctors were prohibited J fron this barracks (3 766). ".lien ac- ^ 
cusod visited Niigata ill December 1943, the regular medical officer,- 2nd Lieuteji-. 
ant UagatOj had been serving there for 3 months. Accused had no authority to., 
issue orders to Nagato. Accusers orders from Suzuki voro to aid Nagato (3 787). 

Accused chocked tabulation of medicines at the end of the month 
(3 794), Accused did not think Doctor Nagy Icnow of accused's authority at Onori 
in relation to authority of tho Labor Officer and the Commanding Officer. Doc¬ 
tors Kagy and Goad took turns treating FTP s in the morning and afternoon (3 795), 
iliG appendix (in the Landruia case) was adhered to tho peritoneum and so the opera¬ 
tion appoared vory difficult. Tho appendix had not ruptured but thero was pus 
(3 797). The pus was not in’the patientfe body (3 798). Accused visited Niigata • 
and 2 or 3 other c.aaps frequently. Accused never at any camp rocomnendod a FT 
on rest for work whom he did not consider fit. " The answer ^ras the same for PTT* s 
on.light duty. It was not true, as TTcinstoia’s and Stewart’s testimony indicated, 
-that because ho was nodical officer at Onori Tokyo P7.' Camp he was responsible for 
all nodical natters at all coins under Tokyo Headquarters F T Camp. He had a threo- 
fold duty; first, to provide tro.atr.iont *ger P_P s and Japanese personnel at Onori; 
second, the responsibility of homdlingjjpdical supplies, drugs and medicines at 
Onori and third, to assist Captain Tolcuda at Shinagawa Hospital. All general pol¬ 
icies wore made by tho Advisor}*- Committee made up of Tolauda and 1st Lieutenant 
Ifuragishi of tho Intendance Department. The Comittee mado tours of inspoction 
and when Tokuda did not go accusod wont in iiio place. Their treatment of P.7* s 
in the dispatch and branch cones v/as in tho sense of assisting (3 799). Accused 
was under supervisory- capacity of ToTiuda. liodical treatment of FT’s at Onori 
was entirely accused’s responsibility because ho was entrusted “with it (I: 800). 


Aocused had had experience in examining 500 persons everyday and 
so was familiar with mass examination. He-thought he did his work at Ashio as 
accurately as possible (k 301). The camp commandant had power to decide which , 
FTT’s should work or not. Ho did not know 'whether the commandant would take F~ 
doctor’s recommendations. Accusod relied mainly on his nodical'laiowledge as to 
whether a nan could go to work (3 802). Sometimes he would have doubt and in- 
such case .would put tho FT in a lower category. Ho never consulted tho American, 
British and Dutch FT doctors. Doctor Kagy knew that tho OD selected tnc patients 
and the dispensary made up diagnostic classifications (h 303). Tinragishi testi¬ 
fying Tokuda never gave orders to accused was mistaken -(3 806)1

Janos Chisholm»(character witness) testified he was a FT at Haoctsu 
FT? Camp from 10 December 1943 to August 1944. Accused otao to Haoetsu in Fobru- _ 
ary 1944. Conditions there vroro vro ry bad. Of 300 non, 140 s v.rore an sick list. 
There were about 40 .deaths, some time s 3 or 4 a day. There i.rore he fires in camp; 
food was inadequate; non died of exhaustion, and overwork. Accused stayed 2 or 5 
days. Chisholm - reported conditions to accused (3 80S). Accusod ordered coal 
which was needed, A new, airy sick room with 2 stoves was built; stoves and fires 
vroro put in all squad rooms and sleeping quarters; food vras increased; accused ob¬ 
tained more Hod Cross supplies. Tho'death rate decreased until Hay and after ITay 
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thorp ’.rare no more deaths while Chisholm was there. Accused was of great help 
to Cliisholn who considered accused saved many lives - in comp.. Accused appeared to 
ho sincere in trying to got the canp hack on its foot (H 810). Accused/ through 
His influence, corrected nany-abuses at llaootsu. Improvements came about fron° 
the day accused-cane there (II 812). 

. ■ Accused^ at his. own request, .resumed the stand. 

, Ho. testified that if lie had doubt as to a nan who night really be¬ 

long on light duty, he placed him in rest catogoryy If doubt as to fitness for 
work, ho placod hin on light duty. Ho did not consult F7 doctors because they 
had examined R,*s in advance of sick call. Ho know how the 17.' doctor felt about 
the -PT. from the doctor* s diagnosis. The Kf doctor brings o. list with hin to sick 
call (li 813). Accused visited Ashio in latter November 1944. lie saw no snow, 
During the examination it was warn enough for one to wear just a shirt (A 814). 
Only v/hen oxonined were F.»* s nakod. Bxamin at ion v/as not in the norning but. aft¬ 
ernoon fron 1 to around 3. PTf* s did not stand around in the noming and inspec¬ 
tion was startod' 'as soon as the non lined up. Ho tapped a few with the rubber ' 
mllpt to nako then do the squat test. He does not recall slapping anyone. The 
non - stood naked about 5 or. o ninub.es* The statement non had to stand in bitter 
Celd from 9 A.H. to 5 P*M. could not be right for if it were, that cold accused 
hinsolf would get cold, his shoes would get wet and it wouXd interfere with the 
oxonination. no had F.F* s strip at Ashio because they did not have shorts and he 
had to look at logs below the knees. lie could not order all men to rest because 
of Suzuki* s orders (A- 816). 

Surrobuttal : To-.prosecution evidence as to E7* s being able to go 
to medical officer direct without OD permission and availability of hospitaliza¬ 
tion* 

•v Accused, at his own roquest, resumed the stand. Ho testified that 

Gapto.in Inaki made up duty regulations of T^lcyo FT.' Camp based, on Japanoso Interi¬ 
or Regulations under orders of the camp commondant (A 377). The regulation c*loar- 
ly states one of the duties of the OD wasIRlecting F7* s to attend the next norn- 
ing* s sick call. This same procedure was'f ollowed in branch and dispatch camps. 
Accused had road the regulation. All OD*s looked at it. Suzuki* s seal was on 
the-first po.ga. and it said it was under his orders. Accused saw the seat. The 
only change whon Sakaba took ovor was his name. .Regulations by the commandant for 
Omori and others under its jurisdiction wore probably all burned by the commandant 
at the enci of tho war. During accused* s stay at canp, no F.7* s were hospitalizod 
so he did not know the procedure. Ho had heard that before his arrival H7* s with 
communicable disease wo kc hospitalized at Tokyo Ho. -2 Hospital (A 378). Ho saw 
this in a document after tho war* Hu did not know it 'was possible to send some 
cases to Tokyo No. 2 between January and April 1945 because there was absolutely 
no one hospitalized. At IT ii gat a Ho. 4 Branch Camp lie c:cplainod to the camp com¬ 
mander the necessity for. coal or charcoal for heating if F/* s wore to recover. 
Approval was obtainod. Accusod had rib authority to ordor no re ; fuel, blankets or 
food. . He had to request permission from the branch camp commandant (A 879). 
while accusod was at Omori, tho only regulation as to hospitalization was for send¬ 
ing P.Fs to Shinagawa. Patients wore sort to pthor hospitals before his arrival 
at camp. Seconal Lieutenant Ito took up theso matters and accused did not know tho 
procedure for sending FT*s to other-Army Hospitals (A 83l). 

• 4* Opinion 


The Commission was constituted by prqper autliority and liad jurisdiction 
over^ tho accused and of the offenses charged. There is no evidence that tho ac¬ 
cusod was not sane at tho time of commission of the' alleged offenses or at tho 
time of trial. Tho accused was given a fair trial, v/as capably and vigorously 
defended, co-operated in his own defense, produced irltncssos in his own behalf, 
took the »fitness stand and-,Tas given ample opportunity for cross-oxamination of 
witnesses ,testifying against him, The prosecution* s case- consisted of testimony 


of about 12 live witnesses and about 75 affidavits, statements and othor documen¬ 
tary exhibits. The defense presented 25 live witnesses, end about 17 documentary 
exhibits, including affidavits.

Accused, a nodical officer, Japanese Amy, booamo attached to Tokyo 
Reafiqu&rtorS PT Camp in July 1943 (A 5'51). lie .appears to have bepn stationed 
there during and until the end of tho v/ar, lie held the rank of Probationary Of¬ 
ficer until 22 Harch 1945 when he was pronoto.d to‘ liodical 2nd Lioutonant .. 

(R 609)* j, . Hq was sonior doctor in change of medical care or treatment at 

Omori Camp (R 270, 800, 821). He attendedJ|Phor oamps under jurisdiction of 
Tokyo Headquarters F.f Comp from timo to time. These visits appear to have boon 
pursuant to special orders from the’Camp Corriandant* Thus, ho visitod Ashio and 
Hiigata on orders of Colonel Suzuki, Commandant of Tokyo Headquarters Camp (h 703, 
276). He did supervisory irork over dispatch camps, supervised branch camps and 
accompanied the camp com/midant on inspection tours (R 270). His senior nodical . 
officer was one, Talaida, attached to the I-Iain Camp, who v/as a medical 1st Lieu¬ 
tenant until 15 April 1945 vrhen Talaida ras promoted to Captain (R 382). Although 
accused vras Takuda*s inferior in rank, he was not subject to Talaida* s orders (R 
822, 838). Orders carvj direct from the commandant(.R 272). Until April 1944, 
Colonel Suzuki was kain Camp Commandant (R 821), During Suzuki* s tonure, accused 
was sonetLies designated as in charge of medical affairs for tho 'Tokyo area F.V 
camps and at all times acted under Suzuki* s orders (R 321, 322). Colonel Sakata 
became Suzuki* s successor and ronaiiiod as Ha in Camp Commandant until the end of 
the ’.rar. He succeeded Suzuki in April 1944 (R 551). 


The defense submitted a brief in support of contentions that the find¬ 
ings aro against the evidence and law applied to tho evidence and that the sen¬ 
tence is excessive. Prayer is made for disapproval of finding? not supported by 
the evidence and for modification of the scntoncc. Ho reply brief lias boen filed 
by the prosecution. .. . 


Cortaim of the defense contentions have merit and arc. in accord 7:1th 
conclusions roachod hero.. Other contentions aro not considered sufficiently, per¬ 


suasive*

inT’tiie' f iVgi 'i£j Accused arrived at Niigata a fovr days after 1 Decenbor 


to sustain ~ci\e irggj'igj Accused arrived at Niigata a fevr days 
1943 and stKygdr^ r ?r 5 days (R 39). Accused ins fully apprised-by Doctor: Stewart 
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of tho situation at Niigata relative'to camp oondj-tions, the number of. sick find 
their diagnosis .(R ll). He knew Via 1 lace was a tachycardia oase (R 35), He knew 
Wallace was on the sick ^ist and had been resting (R 12), On the day following 
accused’s first examination, all-tachycardia cases-had to work pursuant to ac¬ 
cused’s orders l Wallace v/as included (R 13) .. In the evening of the day Tmllace 
first worked, he reported sick to Doctor Stewart and was taken, with ■'ether IW’s, 
to accused, Wallace reported having worked that day and that he felt extremely 
weak and liable to collapse, Accusod became violently angry and informed Wallace 
that Wallace would work until he dropped- (R 16). Wallace went to work tho next 
day (R £6, 326);.. Doctor Stev/art protested the'whole situation in sending sick _ 
men to work (R 47), Wallace continued working to and including 24 December (1943), 
v/as admitted to the hospital on 25 December and died on 26 December (Ex 73), Dur- ■ 
ing this period, Wallace grow weaker and v/eaRor* • Ranee saw Wallace every day 
(R 329), On the 24th of December, Doctor Stev/art examined Wallace and found he 
had very severe tachycardia,' was vomiting mid had severe diarrhea (R 17), Doctor 
Stev/art considered that if Wallace had boen permitted a prolonged rest and had 
not been forced to work) Wallace would have had a' good chance of ultiraato recov¬ 
ery (R 17). Prom reasonable interpretation of the. circumstances, it may bo con¬ 
cluded that Wallace* s working first directly pursuant to accusod’s order and his 
continued working thereafter so aggravated his debilitated condition as 'to cause 
death. Accused must have known.) as a doctor, that Wallace required rest ponding 
further investigation as to cause of the tachycardia. The original orders of ac¬ 
cused sot in motion related and integrated causes,. There Is no evidence of any 
intervening cause which may bo considered proximate nor of any intervening quies¬ 
cent interval of duration suffioiont to detach accused’ s act as a contributing 
cause. His statement to T/allnoo not only showed a reckless disregard of poten¬ 
tially serious consoquencos.but might well be considered as carte blanche to camp 
personnel to ordor that Wallace oontinuo working indefinitely. Accusod, as a 
medical officer, sot a .prooedont and on inciting cause. Although there is no evi¬ 
dence accused loft specific orders that Wallace v/as to continue working after ac¬ 
cused loft camp and it is said that thereafter Talcahashi, a private, generally 
determined who should v/ork and arbitrarily cut dot/ii the number listed as excused 
by Sergeant Mat sumo to (R 3S2), this is not q.onsidored sufficient to elininato 
accused’s action as a contributing causo^ ^Jakahashi was prosont at the first ex¬ 
amination and took notes on accusod’s stajlments oh the examination (R.336, 337), . 

At the examination on. tho evening of tho follow/ing day. Sergeant Matsumoto, sonior 
medioal NCO was present (R 333). It v/as at this time accused made the remark 
mentioned.(R 339). It is to bo noted that accused instructed that a moro strict 
sick call procedure, which ho instituted, be continued after he left (Ex 73, 

R 347)* The effect of this was to reduce the number of excused non from about 
200 to. about 90 (Ex 73); .Accused reduced the number (of sick list) and left in¬ 
structions to carry this out (Def Ex B, P 128)* ■ 

Had accused not visited camp and issued the v/erk orders at that time,. 

‘Wallace, in all probability, would have been permitted to continue on rest (R 46). 
Doctor Stev/art appears to have had Considerable influence in comp although he had 
instructions that Japanose nodical ordorlies had final authority in determining 
who should go to work (R lo). Normally Stowart would determine ’./ho would go back 
to work (R 28, 29), He arranged for hospitalization in camp (R 29), Stewart con¬ 
sidered all men removed from sick list and sent to work by accused should remain 
in quarters. That is why Stewart put them there (R 51). 

It is considered that tho Commission, under a reasonable construction of 
tho evidence, could find the'facts ostnblishod-causal connection l^ctv/ecn accused’s 
act and Wallace’s death. - 

In Qaso Docket Ho. 69, U,S, vs Takahashi, ct al, one, Sato, was chargod 
(Spec 35) i/ith boating . Wallace "in or about December 1943", thoroby contributing 
to his death j Sato was found not guilty. For whatever consideration may properly 
be given this, it is not persuasive that accused’ s action v/as -not a contributing 
cause. (Tho Charge and Specifications in.Case Ho, 69, Sato, aro to bo found in 
Dof Ex E.) 
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. Aa to Specification 2 : (Gibbons, Boulding and.Caruso) , It is;considered 
.the evidence is insufficient to establish bbyond a reasonable doubt.that accused’s 
.-'Order to Boulding and Caruso 'contributed to their deaths. Comparison-in.th and 
distinction—from tho case of Wallace is necessary. 1 In sono respects. tho rationale 
of that oaso is applicable hor.o but thoro ; arc. factors which, in spite of tho simi¬ 
larity, .cast boas;dnable»‘doubt' in the cases >of: these tiro mon. In both tho Wallace 
and this .caso ; there is no evidonco that more than two day’js work wore the result 
of aocused’skdlroct orders Tho continuance of work of all four of those mon af¬ 
ter accused’ s departure., . although there is', no evidence that lie left orders that 
they continue working,- appears to havo ;bpen a consistent and concomitant result 
of accused’s order. All four men had boon on the excused list prior to accused’s 
arrival, Tho evidonco. givos H.so to.the roasonablc- conclusion that thoy all per¬ 
formed arduous labor. It was Doctor Stewart’ s. opinion that vrallacc’s. Gibbon’s 
and Bpulding‘s continued work\s'o aggravated their debility as to result in death 
(Ex 7=3), The implication is the same.as to ; Caruso.- Stewart roqupsted all bo ex¬ 
cused from work and it was against his rocomnchdation and over his protests 
against tho whole situation that- thoy wero. sont to work (R 47) . Ho. considorod - 
that had all of-tho so non boon permitted rest, - thoir' chancos of ultimato survival 
.would have boon good (it 17, 24, 25). To this oxtent, the cases are similar but. 
oontain difforonoos, considered to oast reasonable doubt under Spocifioation 2, as 
to Boulding and Caruso,. distinguish them from the I/allace case. 

TTallaoo had tachycardia and accused know it. That? tachycardia was‘ a 
symptom of some undetermined underlying cause reasonably indicated that rest pond¬ 
ing furthor.investigation was definitely advisable if not nooossary. Accused, as 
a medical officer showing sono competency in examination, according to Doctor 
Sto^rart (R 48), may be considorod to have known this. Thoro-is no showing that, : 
acousod know of tho prooiso nature of tho illness of Boulding or-Caruso, nor any 
ovidoneo that they had tachycardia. Thoir condition may well have been such at 
the time of examination that nodical diagnosis on a basis of fitnoss for work 
could differ. That thoy wore either in bettor condition- than Wallace at that timo 
or had greator stamina is indicated by the fact they wore able to continue working 
longer , Boulding'died 7 January 1944 and Cardso, 13 January 1944, almost 4 and 5- 
weeks, respectively, after accused or do r e dehorn to work, - The lapse of timo in 
those.two cases is significant and makes catfijal connection of accused’s' act loss 
certain. There is no evidonee that thoy reported to Doctor Stewart .during thoso 
intervals. After tho first day’s work, Y.'allaco roportod oxtremoly weak and li¬ 
able to opllapso. Thoro is no evidence as to Boulding 1 s or Caruso’s condition 
showing spocifio ill effects of tho first day’s work. As to Tfallaco, then, ao- 
cused was particularly apprised of the possibility. of a serious condition to which - 
he paid no heed. The procariousnoss of the Wallace situation was thoroforo more 
app^ent and imminent. Accused addressed his remark to" Yfal lace that Y.'al laco - wou Id 
work until ho dropped. It is indicated by Ranee* s testimony that tho same remark 
was directed to the other three men as well, although this is not entiroly certain 
(R 339, 356, 36l), 

In the case of Yfallaco, there is no oVidonee of any inter yen in; indopend- 
ont causo. Doctor Stewart' testified ho did not ’mow whether thoro was any inter¬ 
vening cause in tho cases of any of tho four men (R 36)• Hovovor, in the case of 
Caruso thoro is-evidence that 11 ho. was always being beaten 11 and that a guard at - 
Shintotsu.boat him shortly before he died (R 348). In tho case of Boulding, at¬ 
tention is directed to the finding in Cnsu ITc. 69, U.S. vs Ta!:ahashi ot al, as-to 
one, Sato-. Thilc this finding-and the evidence in tho' Sato Case were not. evidonco 
in the trial of tho instant case, they may be judicially noticed by the' reviewing 
authority and are proper for consideration hero. The Charge roid'Speoification in 
the Sato Case arc ovidoncc in tho instant case as Defense Exhibit E. '

In Caeo Docket ilo. 69> U.S. vs Takahashi ct al, tho Charge and Spoci- 
fioatious in the case of one, masato Yoshida, Commander .-of lliigata, arc in .evi¬ 
donco as Dofonso Exhibit D. Yoshida \ras apparently considered insane and his 
trial discontinued (Sec Caco No. 69, R 13)» In vie >xf of this circumstance, the 
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Charge and pertinent Specifications

arc 'of no value in cohsidcratbon of Specificd- 


Xn Caso Docket No. 69, Sato was charged (Spec 3) v/ith_forcing-Boulding 
to work when .unfit in ; lattor D-o c cud or 1943 and January 1944, thereby 
contributing to hrs doa^h. • It is to bo noted that the offense alleged occurred 
after aocusod’ a ordor in the instant caso. Sato v/as found not guilty of contri- 
buring to Boulding’ s death but- guilty -otherwise. Evidence cited by the reviewer 
under Specification 3, Sato,' 'shov/s Boulding was ordored to report for work by 
Sato, foil during;foll call, v/as thoroupon beaten by two giyards and Sato and as 
_a result of this'and having been forced to v/ork daily prior to this occasion died, 
during t'ho day. Since the specification and finding do not refer to any beating 
by Sato, no*satisfactory conelusion can bo readied as to thq : effect of this beat¬ 
ing., The ovidcnco cited does not, therofore,, remove reasonable doubt that ae-. 
cusod’s action in tha;instant case was . a contributing'cause of Bouldihg’ s death. 
The finding that' Sato was guilty of forcing Boulding to v/ork when unfit but not 
guilty of thereby contributing to, liis. death, although not controlling in the in¬ 
stant oaso, is, if anything, consistent with reasonable doubt. 


. ' ■ In Caso-.No. .69, Sato was charged (Spoc i-0) with mistreating and abusing 

Caruso botv/cdn 3. Soptombor 1943 end 31 March 1944 by kicking him in tho stomach 
and chost, thoroby contributing to his death. Sato was found not guilty of con¬ 
tributing to Carusahs. death but guilty otherwise. Evidence cited in t ho review 
does not-specify tho date of.the offonsc. Because of the uncertainty of the date 
of tho offonso, tho finding is ■of littlo valuo relative to accused 1 s guilt or 
iunooonco in. the instant Caso anct does not remove reasonable doubt. 


Tho nogativo probability as to accused 1 s action being a contributing 
Cause outweighs tho affirmative sufficiently to inject the question of reasonable 
doubt. Thus, tho longer timo intervals, tho lack of evidonco that oithxr-Boulding 
or Caruso reported to Doctor Stewart during thoso intervals, tho evidonco that 
Caruso v/as always being bcaton and v/as beaten shortly before his death and tho 
finding in Case No. 69 that Sato v/as guilty of forcing Boulding to work when un¬ 
fit (in-latter-December 194-3 and after accused’s original ordor to work) but not 
guilty-of thoroby contributing to BouTdingjJjpdoath, raise a question in tho mind 
of a reasonable person whether accused’s aflmon ; v/as a contributing factor in tho 
-deaths of these two men. That it might or could have .boon is insufficient, -A 
strongor showing than this is considered nocossary to remove reasonable doubt. . 
Tho ovidcnco is, however, sufficient to sustain tho finding that accused sent 
those two men to work y/hon unfit. 


The-.evidence is considered sufficient to sustain the finding as to 
Gibbons. Gibbons died 2 January 1944. Ho roportod several times on sick call 
but was refused excuse from v/ork -by tho Japanese staff because he v/as not con¬ 
sidered sick onough (Ex 73). This apparently occurred during December 1943, Doc¬ 
tor Stewart re common do d that Gibbons be excused from v/ork (Ex 73), It may bo con¬ 
cluded that his condition during this tine required nodical attention and v/as 
more probably attributable to accused’s sending him to work as a contributing 
cause than in tho eases of Boulding and Caruso. The time interval is shortor than 
in the eases of Boulding and Caruso. There is ho evidence of an independent 
cause nor is oausal connection weakened or interrupted by ciroumstances of a 
nature to injept reasonable doubt that accused’s, action was a contributing factor 
ub in the 3ouldingi and Caruso cases, - Ac in the ease of k'allace, under -a reason¬ 
able construction of the ovidcnco, the Commission could find that tho facts osta- 
blishod a oausal oonnoction.

took tho samo .position but claims ho did not carry it as far as other OD’o (R 686, ; |p 

723). Aeousod was probably in a. position where he had to cloot tho lessor y*

of tv/o evils raid sont non appearing loan unfit than others to vrork. Except for 
TTallaoo' s taohycardia there is no shewing that r.oousod tatov tho preciso nature 
of u'allaoo 'g oohdition. Doctor Stev/art nover did satisfactorily diagnose 
T.'allaeo's condition- (R 34). At the tino of examination by aoouscct, there v/as 
nothing to shoo hhllaco's condition v/as grave except tho pulse of 120 (r. 35 ). 

There is no showing that Gibbons, Boulding or Caruso had tachycardia or that uo- 
cuscd v/as specifically apprised as to:thoir condition. It is possible that ao- 
ousod may have had orders from tho oamp commander to send those men to vrork. Tho 
caaip oontiandor had to approve the vvor’c roster based on the diagnostic classifi¬ 
cation (R 571) and Say have disregarded diagnosis of accused. In tho case of 
Tmllacc, it v/as Stowart's.opinion that it v/ould not have boon reasonable to ex¬ 
pect accused to bo able to determine in one day 1 s examination uhat '..'allaeo v/as 
Buffering from (R 51), 

As to Spooifioation 3 :.'(Skubina). The ovidpuoc is considered insuffi- 
oient * to sustain 'the- f'ihcfing, To. establish guilt, it must bo shown that accused 
failed to toko appropriate action v/ithin the scopo of his duty under the circum¬ 
stances of this oaso.. ' 

Tho character aid extent of-accused’ s duty at Mitsushima at the time .in 
question, January to April 1945, are litot sliQUii with any degree of certainty by 
tho ovidonco. Although accused;v/as senior medical officer in charge of nodical 
affairs at Orvori (R 270, 800, 821) there is no showing ho had my particular duty 
or responsibility at that tine relative to Hitsushinn. It is true that ho vras 
sometimes designated as in-charge (medically) of P.V orxips in the.Tokyo area (R 
822).but it docs not appear that he had boon so assigned at tho tino mofttionod. 

If he did supervisory vrork over dispatch canps as statod (R 270), the extent of 
such i/ork and its oonoonita.it responsibility are.uncertain under the oirounstanoos 
of this ease. Generally, tho more susceptible interpretation v/puld be that suoll 
izorlt and responsibility i/cro routine. His trips to- tho various camps under 
Tokyo Uoadquarters Camp i/ore those of inspection or pursuant to special orders 
end it doos not ungear that he had any special assignment covering Hitsushina 
during the Slcubina incident. It my bo reasonably concluded, thoroforo, that ho 
had no special duty as to this camp at tho tino. Ho dofinito conclusion con bo 
rodChed as to tho extent or character of accu sed' s gonoral duty or responsibility 
because of the uncertainty of the .cvidonoqgp 

iiitsus.hina v/as a dispatch camp during tho period involved,, that is, from 
January to Apri.l 1945 (R 249). In such camps nodical affairs v/oro in tho hands 
of tho employing company (R 302, 384, .429, 829), Skubina v/orlcod for tho company 
(R 309), Hospitalization in Shiuagav/a could have, boon effected through efforts 
of t hex company and the dispatch camp commander (r 552, 555). A doctor, in com¬ 
pany onjbloy, (attached to nearby Styuku Hospital) visitod. ca/vp(R 304), A civilian 
company onployoe, one, Hishigaka, v/as in charge of company nodical affairs (R 
307), Kubo, tho oanp oommandor, consulted Hishigaka on medical natters (R 313), 

Iiubo lovcv/ of the seriousness of Shubina's condition (11 307, 312). Kubo had re¬ 
sponsibility for hospitalization (R 313), It does not appear that uny action of 

any kind v/as taken by tho employing company, Tho only action taken by Kubo v/as _ 

to request permission, by lottor to accusod, for tho operation ( :1 30G, 307), 
Permission v/as obtained by accused from Colonol Saknba (R 559) and Kubo so ad- 
viso.d, -It nay reasonably bo concluded that initial responsibility, for hospital¬ 
ization at least, lay with the company and camp com -ail dor.

Hospitalization in tho Tokyo area may have boon of questionable advis¬ 
ability in view of Shubina's condition. The trip to Shinagacti was about 14 to 
15 houi's duration (R 553). Presumr.bly, a trip to )Tokyo Army Hospitals Nos, 1 or 
2 would have.been equally long. Transfer to the Tokyo area" v/ould iiavo been dif¬ 
ficult although probably not impossible. Hospital oars, according to accused and 
Kubo, v/oro unobtainable (R 312, 532). rlo ambulance vras available (b 312), There 
v/oro, however, .hospitals closer to the camp. These v/ere Matoumoto Hospital, about 
7 or 8 hours distant (R 553); 1-ida hospital, about 30 minutes distant (R 303) and 
Ryuku Hospital, about 1 kilometer (S 303), Although there is no showing that thoy 
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we?d suitably equipped, it is said that hatsumoto .Hospital had hotter facilities 
than- Shinagawa (-v 8 oE-)# It would. seen that hospitalisation could have boon, ar¬ 
ranged by the camp commando r in one of these nearby hospitals. Accused suggested 
; to hubo that Skuhina bo placodin Iida Hospital; This was brushed aside by°Kubo 
\ on the ground that .0 ins to in was making the required instrument'and it -would bo 
just as woll to cleave Skubina at Ilitsushina (h 563). 

A special instrument rras :iocossary„ Accused said ho Imow the Amy 
liodical School in Tokyo Iiad nc cogs ary equipment for brain operations' (A 55i) i 
but there is‘no indication that he Inibw instruments would lravo boon loaned or

the hospitalization procedure or rogubct-ioil relative to Shinagawa (A S 8 l).^lTo 
facilities for brain operations .oxistod at Shinagawa nor wore thoro- brain sur¬ 
geons there U 554). wiaco thoro could beano hospitalization at tho Amy 7Iodi-. 
oal School 3 it in reasonable to prosuno that accused- could consider tho use of 
its facilities would lilconlsd bo procluded. 

Accusod know that ' .binsto in wrs going to attonpt ■ making the ncccssary 
instrument and perform tho operation a-.; 7litsushim (11 563). This was aftor ac¬ 
cused told 7 bins to in such rav instrument was hot available at Shinagawa (h 562), 
nccuscd asked Lubo to try to obtain the instrument at Iida Hospital but hubo re- 
pliod tliat sinco . 0 instoin was malting the instninent tho operation would bo ocr- 
fomo.d- at mitsushina565). ..ccuscd stated he did not know about hospital 
oquipnont at other Amy Hospitals in tho Tolryo area (A 553). ' Thus, it cannot bo 
said, boyond roasonablo doubt, that under all.tho circuastanoos accused failed 
to.act within the handicaps existing. 

..liother instruments and services- of. a surgeon woqld have boon available 
• or whothcr .a I'., patient would have boon cw^kwttod tc tho Amy liodical School for 
a brain operation, .as stated by Ibuki (_I £yB;). was problematical, Under stress 
of the .tines, with shortages of doctors, medici:-os and facilities, it does not 
soori probable that special attention would have boon given a P 7 wlic.ro he was 
being carotl for by a competent P surgeon located at Hitsushina. hb ins to in did 
surgery there (PX o). 

.To ins tc in says accusod saw Shubina but did not consider hisVondition 
as serious as roportod ( 2 x 5). .Accused donie-s over having seen SJrubinr. (h 564). 
iic did apparently appear at tho sick ward (A . 5S i) . It is uncertain, in any G"ont, 
whothor he made an exanination of Skubina. At that time, accused . 7 as on ar. in ¬ 
spection trip and said he had no other duties than inspection and that t 2 ier«; was 
no nodical treatment of in’s. study of nodi cal policy only was made (k 53d-) . 

Tho circumstancos of this caso and tho uncertainty as to the extent 
and character of accused' s duty and responsibility result in such conjecture tliat 
110 conclusion.,, free from reasonable doubt $ can bo reached* There were no overt 
acts by accused. Ho did suggest hospitalizati 011 to hubo and requested hubo to 
try to locate the necessary instrument. He had. good reason:to believe tho in-, 
strunont was not available for use in the Tokyo area. Ho obtained permission' for 
the eporatioii. ..'oinstcin ..-as a competent surgeon and was^ going to make tho in- 
- strunont.* Tno employing company and tho camp cov.r lender failed to take any stops 
for hospitalisation in tho first instance. - hospitalization -i:i : tlie To 2 :yo area "..us 
of questionable advisability duo to Shubina's condition. ' ."bother, under all 
theso circumstances, r.iore was required of accusod is pr .hie:intical and ho is - 
therefore entitled,t* tho benefit f re as liable dcubt.

As to Specif ycat icn under the, First Additional Charge: Tho evidence 

is cansidored insufficiont "to r sustain the finding that accused tortured, caused 
II111 to bo beaten and confined and refused hiri f o.d. The evidence shows that 
some of the-guards undor .accused* s control participated in beating Hill (li 1G2); 
that accusod :.bscrvod at least one boating (A 162, 356, 363); that accused did . 
not interfere (A-162, 868). Neither witness Planing nor Kendo know who ordered 
■Jill to tho guard house (U 161, .851). Hondo did not knew who ordcrod Hill beaten 
(A 851). Tc' Fleming*, s Ininwlodgc, accused never ordered any guard to boat Hill 
(i! 161). There is no evidence that accusod tortured Hill in the generally ac¬ 
cented denso and concept ion cf t-iat tom. Tho evidence sustains the finding 
that accused v/as guilty cf boating Hill..

Hod Cross uodic.in.c3 ,(H 355, 550) * Ho al so. brought 'vita:* in 
tablets (11 278, 280), Ho secretly purchased vitamin pills with contribution by 
FP b (A 539). Because of adverse conditions at ITiigata, ho roc emended rrw'r.l 
of tho camp (A 578), "Ho erdcrod nedicincs and flea powder (U‘509, 519;, In 
violation of specific orders, ho treated at least one Special Fb* (12-1-2), lu 
recovxipndod to Suzuki incrc \eo r-f food toSpLl coups (A 275), Ho bought medicine 
with his own funds .at 0;.v.;ri (A 250). lie insulted c.dth a doctor at a nodical 
schoolmany tines relative to problems in treating F.V* s (A *hl-5, d-i-6). Dcfenpo 
-‘witness Bush gives a favorable account of accused’s activities aid behavior "1 
530-5*13).. Similarly, defense witness Chisholm relates accused’s good works at 
Haoctsu camp (A 807-312). Uuccutradictod defense testimony cites other examples 
and is entitled to come probative value.

Ijo definite conclusion Can be reached as to the exact meaning of the 
member 1 s remarks,- Since they follow defense statement that accused had the" man 
re5u and re-examined-him, tue most persuasive construction is that they merely 
confirmed the propriety of accused's procedure failure-in which would have been 
.wrong. Any other construction would necessitate straining the meaning of words 
or the. statements made. Thus, the wording -is not consistently applicable to de¬ 
fense* s^final statement: "What he found-lias not been^hov/n""without clarifica- 
^° n *. ^ere is no clarification. Evidently the Law-member did not ’ know to what 
one iirst remark referred to. In view of the foregoing, it is considered the 
commission properly denied the motiori for- mistrial and that no substantial rights 
of accused were improperly affected. 


rul^S of .the Commis'sioh is deemed to have improperly affected the 
substantial rights of the accused. The evidence, with exception*of findings as 
to portions of the specifications herein discussed, sustains the findings. The 
landings, except as noted, and the sentence are legal f 


The porbion oi the allegation in Specification 2>relating to the offense 
enforcing sick American and Allied Prisoners of Vfar to work when physically un¬ 
fit to do so is a duplication of the offgj|se alleged under Specification 25, as 
to Niigata, However, this portion of tl^lPallegation in Specification .2 cannot be 
stricken for it is a basis for the remainder of the allegation as to thereby con¬ 
tributing to the deaths of Gibbons, Moulding and Caruso. All references to forc¬ 
ing P57’s sick and unfit to work at Niigata are to be found under Specification 
25, Niigata. .
